Acrimonious Debates in the Senate on

General Roseerans Given a Retiring 
Pension—Other Legislation. 


[Week Ending Feb. 23.] 
Monday,—In the Senate Mr. Vest offered 
a m otion to reconsider the vote by which 
th e conference report on the direct tax bill 
was abreed to on Saturday. 
Mr. Sherm an desired not to have action 
delayed, and tho m atter then w ent over. 
and a m essage was sent to th e House re­ 
questing the return of th e bill. 
Mr. Palm er offered concurrent resolutions 
returning the th an k s of Congress to the 
Governor and tho people of th e State of 
M ichigan for the statue of Lewis Cass, 
ac. opting tile sam e in the nam e of tho 
nation, and assigning it a place in the old 
hall of representatives. 
After rem arks by Messrs. Palm er and 
M orrill, Mr. C handler addressed th e Sen­ 
ate. .The M ate of New Ham pshire, he said, 
wa-, as well as tile State of M ichigan, hon­ 
ored by tile statu te today presented, be 
cause Lewis Cass was born in New Ham p­ 
shire. Mr. Hoar praised the sta tu te as a 
work of art, and then the m onum ent was 
form ally accepted. 
The Senate also del ated th e Texas out­ 
rages resolution. Mr. Coke of th at State 
earnestly deprecating exceptional leg.sla- 
tion. He said th at if tile people of the 
South were let alone; if no aid and com fort 
were giv. n to ag tutors who disturbed the 
public ponce in th at section, the race ques­ 
tion would bo settled quicker than was sup­ 
posed 
T he negroes would divide in politics 
and would not be solid and peace and pros­ 
perity would < ome in th at way. 
At the close of Mr. Coke’s speech tho 
resolution was laid aside, and th e confer­ 
ence report on the Senate bill providing for 
trial by Iury iii the Police Court of the Dis­ 
trict of Colum bia was presented and agreed 
to. 
Mr. Allison, from the com m ittee on ap­ 
propriations, reported back the sundry civil 
appropriation hill w ith am endm ents. 
Tho Senate then passed the Hotiso bill to 
provide tor taking th e eleventh and subse­ 
quent census. On motion of Mr. Gorman 
the vote by w hich the House hill as to 
printing bank notes etc., bv hand presses, 
rather than by steam presses was postponed 
indefinitely some days since, was reconsid­ 
ered. and tho bill was placed on the calen­ 
dar. Adjourned. 
F i l i b u s t e r i n g o n F .lectlnn Oases. 
In the House the hill to provide for the 
better protection of the fur seal and salmon 
fisheries in Alaska was oallod up by Mr. 
Dunn, who explained its pro lsions, alter 
which the H om e recom m itted the bill. 
w ith instructions to 
the com m ittee on 
m erchant m arine and fisheries to report it 
I ack w ith an am endm ent reducing from 20 
to lo years the term of the lease of the seal 
fisheries, and authorizing any person to 
bring suit against the lessees to recover 
SIO f rev ery seal ta k e n in excess of th e 
num ber fixed by law. 
M . Cr sp of Georg a then called un the 
California election case of (Sullivan a auist 
Felton, against whi Ii Mr. McKenna of Cali­ 
fornia rased the uue.-tion of consideration. 
< Hi a rising vo e the Republicans outvoted 
the Dem ocrats IS to 74, and tho yeas aud 
nays were ordered. 
Then tho body of the Republicans re­ 
frained from voting and left the House 
w thorn a quorum , tho vote on taking up 
tho election case stan d in g -y eas, 130; nays, 
12. 
A call of tho House was ordered. Two 
hundred and forty-three m em bers having 
responded to their nam es, lurtlier proc< od­ 
ious under th e bill were dispensed wiih, 
ana the vote was again taken on the cou- 
s derat on of the election case. 
Again the Republicans refrained from vot­ 
ing; again tho absence of a quorum was de 
voloped—the vote standing, yeas 136, nays 
6; and again a call or th e House was de­ 
manded by .Mr. Crisp. Tho call was ordered. 
and pend ng this, on m otion of Mr. Crisp, a 
resolution was adopted directing the ser- 
ireant-at arm s to telegraph for absent m em ­ 
bers. 
Mr, Crisp called attention to the fact th at 
the Republicans, who last week were so 
anxious to proceed to the consideration of 
one election case. were now filibustering 
against tho consideration of another ease. 
Mr. Reed of Maine suggested th a t last 
week the Republicans had had some eon i- 
dm ee in this tribunal, but th at confidence 
had been lost. 
Tho House then adjourned.

T uesday.—In th e Senate Mr. Hoar, from 
the com m ittee on privileges and elections 
to which were referred the resolutions of­ 
fered by Senators Chandler and Gibson for 
an investigation ot recent elections in Lou­ 
isiana and other States, and m em orials as 
lo political associations, reported them all 
hack, to he laid on the table, aud also re 
poned an original resolution instructing the 
com m ittee on privileges and elections lo 
inquire w hether ta any State the free and 
lawful expression cl the will ot toe people 
ii. the election of m em bers of the Filty- 
first, Congress, and 
ascertaining the re 
suits the eof lias been prevented by vio­ 
lence, intim idation, fraud or other crim e; 
also to inquire into the recent elections in 
Louisiana in April, 1388, and w hether th at 
State has a republican form of governm ent, 
the cumin H ee lo leport a t the session to lie 
loud in December, 1389. H ie resolution 
was la d over. 
The Sen ite then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration ol Mr. Vest’s motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the conference report on 
the direct tax bill was agreed to; the 
motion to reconsider w as re ected. 
The Senate then took up tile sundry civil 
apnropr'ation bill. 
'I lie Senate am endm ent to pav to Mrs. 
W aite 38745, tho balance of one year’s 
salarv of the late Chief .Justice W aite gave 
rise to debate. It was finally agreed to — 
yeas 28. nays Id. 
The am endm ent appropriating $10,000 
each for tile statues of General Philip II. 
Suer dan and General John A. Logan In 
W ashington was a reed to, and Mr. Daniel 
gave notice that, after all the com m ittee 
am endm ents w. re disposed of. he would 
oiler a sim ilar am endm ent for a statute 
to General Hancock. 
Mr. Plum b gave notice of an am endm ent 
m aking honorably discharge*! soldiers and 
sailors, and their widows and children, eli­ 
gible for appointm ent, transfer and promo­ 
tion. subject only to such exam .uation as 
m ay be prescribed by heads of departm ents, 
and w ithout com petitive exam ination. 
W ithout com pleting the bill th e Senate. 
at 0.05, adjourned. 
W a s t i n g T im e , 
The House w ent into com m ittee of the 
w hole on the post office appropriation till. 
The pending question, Mr. Cannon's motion 
to strike out the paragraph regulating the 
salaries of assistant postm asters, was lost. 
Mr. Cannon moved to red rce the m ini­ 
m um salary of stenographers to postm asters 
from -I aul) to $800. 
An attem pt was m ade to consider the 
conference report on the direct tax bill, but 
filibustering prevented it. 
The House then resum ed in com m ittee of 
the whole tho consideration of tile post 
attice appropriation 
bill. 
Tho 
pending 
am endm ent, reducing to SS >0 a year the 
m inim um salaries of stenographers to post­ 
masters. was defeated. No further progress 
was made on tile bill. 
An evening session of the House was 
called for tho consideration of business re­ 
ported from the com m ittee on m ilitary 
affairs. Tho first bill called up was one 
appropriat ng v 100.000 for the erection of 
a m onum ent at Fort Greene, Brooklyn, to 
the memory of the victim s of the prison 
ships. 
Mr. Kil gore of Texas raised the point of 
no quorum against the m easure and it was 
w ithbra u. 
Feli Campbell of New York, irritated at 
tho defeat, b y one m an, of a m easure in 
which lie was specially in tore-ted, 
de­ 
term ined th a t no m easure called up should 
receive favorab e consideration. 
Consequ ntlv as e ch m easure was called 
to the attention of th e House, Mr. Campbell 
raised the point of no quorum against it. 
and it was w ith d ra w n . Appeals and en­ 
treaties were of no a v a il; Sir. Campbell was 
unr louting and would perm it no legisla­ 
tion to be enaeied. 
At PO o’clock the session expired by lim i­ 
tation. 
F o u r N e w S tars. 
W e d n esd ay .—In the Senate a motion to 
continue the com m ittee on the Pacific rail 
roads till the indebtedness shall be adjusted. 
aud to sit during tne recess, was referred to 
the com m ittee on contingent expenses. A 
resolution to appoint commissioners to the 
Paris exposition at $5 a day aud expenses 


for do days was referred to the foreign rela­ 
tions com m ittee. 
The discussion on tho sundry civil appro­ 
priation bills turned largely on the am end­ 
m ent giving 50 cents per 1000 royalty for 
use of steam presses in til© bureau of en­ 
graving and printing. Tho debate was in­ 
terrupted by a m essage from the House and 
by a fu rth er deb ite to adm it the States, but 
the report of theconferees, adm ittin North 
D akota, South D akota. M ontana and W ash­ 
ington, and excluding New Mexico, was 
finally adopted w ithout a division. 
The message from the President transm it­ 
ting the report of tho secretary of state, 
w'ith accom panying correspondence ‘■touch­ 
ing the rase of Lord Snckville. ” was pre­ 
sented read and referred to the com m ittee 
on fore gn relations. 
Tile S' nato adjourned w ithout action on 
th e "steam presses” am endm ent to the sun­ 
dry civil bill, 
T h e N ew M a les In th e H o u se. 
In the House, the con*est over the direct 
tax bill w as resum ed Mr. Casw ell of Iowa 
call ug up the conference report as a m at­ 
ter of privilege. Tho House determ ined— 
yeas 134, nays 93. to consider tho confer­ 
ence report. The constitutional features of 
the 
bill 
were 
discussed 
by 
Messrs. 
Dates, Hooker and Caswell, and the eonfer- 
enc leport was th en agreed to -yeas 108, 
nays 8s. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois presented th e con­ 
fer nee report on the territorial bill. 
Mr. Barnes of Georgia said th a t as one of 
the conferees he bad been unable under his 
sense of duty to sign the report. 
He will 
not attem pt, however, to enter into any 
argum ent again-t th e bi I, but would allow 
the House to vote upon tho report w ithout 
delay. The report w as then adopted am id 
applause on both sill* 8 of the cham ber. 
I he full tex t of tile bill adm itting the 
new Sta es will be found elsewhere. 
The House then w ent into com m ittee of 
the whole on the post office ap ronriat on 
bill. L ittle progress b a i been m ade when 
at 5 o’clock tho com m ittee rose and the 
House took a recess. 
The House at tile evening ses ion passed 
a num ber of lulls reported by the commerce 
com m ittee. Mr. Anderson of Iowa called 
up his resolution call ng upon tne in ter-tate 
com m erce commission for inform ation re­ 
specting the m eeting of railroad presidents 
in New York in Jan u ary last, ana th e con­ 
tracts of agreem ent entered into at th at 
m eeting, but Mr. W hite of New York made 
the po n t of no quorum and the resolution 
was w ithdraw n. 
I n a u g u r a l A d d r e ss e s. 
T h u r s d a y .—Iii th e Semite today, Mr. 
Spooner from th e com m ittee on public 
buildings and grounds, m ade a report as to 
the refusal of Thom as Fister, chief clerk of 
the supervising arch itect’s office of the 
treasury, to answer, during the invesliga 
tion of th at office, certain questions as to 
w hether lie hail received anv money trom 
any governm ent em ploye during the last 
cam paign for cam paign purposes. The com­ 
m ittee reported a r< so.ution directing tho 
pres dent of the Senate to issue his w arrant 
com m anding theseigeant-at-arm s forthw ith 
to arrest and i ring to tile bar of the .senate 
Thom as D. Fi3ter, to show cause w hy ho 
should not ho punished for contempt,. 
At Mr. M organ’s suggestion, the resolu­ 
tion w ent over until tomorrow-. 
Mr. Dawes. from the com m ittee on Indian 
affairs, reported tho .Senate bill appropriat­ 
ing $ 1,912,942 to pay in full the sem inole 
nation of indians for all their right tit e. 
interest and claim s to certain hinds in the 
Indian Territory. $1,500,OOO to rem ain in 
tho treasu ry to the credit of the oeuiitioles, 
and to bear 5 per cent int rest, the rest to 
be paid in cash. The bdl was placed on the 
calendar. 
Tile conference report on the legislative 
appropriation 
bill 
was 
presented 
and 
agreed to. 
Mr. Hawley, from th e com m ittee on print­ 
ing, reported the joint ;esolution for print­ 
ing 10,00 i copies of th einaugural addresses 
in chronological order from George \\ a r l ­ 
ington to Benjamin H arr son, inclusive 
covering the first century of the inaugura­ 
tion of presidents of Hie U nited States, to­ 
gether w ith certain historical data con­ 
nected with tile inaugural cerem onies, brief 
biographical sketches of the presidents aud 
steel engravings of th e Capitol and W hite 
House—3000 copies for the use of the Sen­ 
s ’" oooo for tile House and 1000 for the 
I se of the com pilers and editors, who are 
o .lave the right to use the plates in getting 
out a second edition. 
I'he resolution was am ended so as to em ­ 
brace the farewell address of W ashington 
and .Jackson (on m otion of Mr. Blair); a 
suitable index by sub eels on motion of Mr. 
Hoar): the Declaration of independence (on 
motion of Mi-. Sherm an . end the C onstitu­ 
tion and its am endm ents (on motion of Mr. 
Allison), 
When the resolution was thus laden down 
Mr. Plum b moved to lay it on the table, but 
Mr. Hawley asked th a t it bo allowed to he 
over. 
'th e next discussion was on the outrages 
resolution, which w-ent over, after a speech 
by Mr. Morgan. T heu the steam presses 
am endm ent cam e up. and after a lively 
discussion was agreed to. 
Senator Elim - nit s’ M on k eys. 
Mr. Hiscock offered an am endm ent oppro- 
priating $300,000 for the expenses of an 
adequate preparation for au appropriate 
celebration of the centennial of the Consti­ 
tution of the United States, and authorizing 
tho President to invite the chief executive 
and judicial o deers of Mexico and th e Cen­ 
tral and South American States and of the 
several States and T erritorieaof the United 
States, and to entertain tho foreign guests 
in a su ittb le m anner. 
Mr, E dm unds said he did not feel willing 
to vote $300,000 out of Hie taxes of the peo 
pie for a m ere glorification. 
Mr Hour expressed h s surprise th a t such 
an ob ection had been made by a senator 
who had tried to put on tho bill an item of 
S l.oooooo for a collection of m onkeys in 
the neighborhood ol his house. (Laughter.) 
He regarded tho proposed celebration as a 
sim ple hut august cerem onial in honor ol 
w hat Mr. Gladstone declared to he the 
“m ost m arvellous single docum ent 
that 
ever came from hum an intellect” ; its suc­ 
cessful inauguration anil its adm inistration 
for lo o years, lf tile day of tho celebration 
were ridiculous in th e eyes of the senator 
from Vermont, he m ight spend it in his 
zoological park in the com pany of his 
m onkeys. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Edm unds said he did not know when 
he offer d an am endm ent providing for a na­ 
tional park th at he was to be a near neigh­ 
bor of monkeys, or th eir cousins, uncles or 
descendants. 
But even th at would not 
necessarily prove th a t the senator from 
M assachusetts was rig ht in supposing it to 
e necessary to spend $300,POO for a single 
day’s elcbration. in which the chief justice 
should read a dissertation on the history of 
Hie Constitution, and Hie senator from 
M assachusetts should furnish the fuss and 
feathers lor the O' casion. (Laughter.) I 
call for the yeas and nays. 
The vote resulted : Yeas IO. nays 12 (no 
quorum). Tile Senate then adjourned, 
C ivil S erv ice K otorm Illu strate d . 
In the House Mr. R andall presented a 
resolution am ending the rules so as to pro­ 
vide for action on th e Cowles tobacco tax 
repeal bill w ithout filibustering. Referred 
to the com m ittee on rules. 
The post office appropriation bill was then 
discussed in com m ittee of Hie w-hole. 
D uring the debate Mr. Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania said th a t he had a list of the presi­ 
dential postm asters in Pennsylvania, winch 
he hoped th augen tlem enlou the other side 
who believed in civil service reform would 
not overlook. There were in Pennsylvania 
lw l presidential postm asters. D uring Hie 
present 
adm in stration 
the num ber of 
original appointm ents which had expired 
was 103: of resignation, 22; of suspensions. 
17; of removals, ti; of deaths. 8. The num ­ 
ber of offices which had become presidential 
was 37. in three offices no changes had 
been made. In his own district there were 
17 presidential postm asters, and our ng the 
present adm inistration no changes had been 
m ade except in two cases, where charges of 
m alfeasance of office had been pre erred. 
He referred to the fact th at in 1885. be­ 
tween Feb. 25 and Ma ch ,t, lour presiden­ 
tial postm asters in Ins district had been ap­ 
pointed and confirmed. 
Mr. Cannon of Illinois said th at the fun­ 
eral ceieincnies having l eon concluded, 
and it not b e n g respectful to ’alk of Hie 
faults of the dead, he hoped the ci nsidera- 
t on of the bill would be proceeded with. 
A lter some consideration of the bd!, the 
com m ittee rose anti th e bill was passed. 
Mr. Forney of Alabam a presell to I Hie con­ 
ference report on the legislat ve. executive 
and judicial appropriation bill, and it was 
agreed to. 
The IIouso then w ent into com m ittee of 
the whole on the deficiency appropriation 
bill. 
o n motion of Mr. Scott of Pennsylvania, 
an am endm ent was adopted appropriating 
$ OOO to pay Daniel L am ont,the President’s 
private secretary, the difference between 
his pre ent salary and the $6000 a year, the 
salary which his succe sot- will receive. 
W ithout com pleting the bill, the com m it­ 
tee ro^e and the House adjourned.

Mr. Hoar offered a substitute for the 
am endm ent, and it was agreed to w ithout 
discussion or division.

Mr. Daniel o ered an am endm ent appro­ 
priating S tn.OOO for a site and pedestal for 
a statue of General Winfield Scott Hancock 
in the city of W ashington, which was 
agreed to. 
I'he bill was then passed and the Senate 
proceeded to the consideration of the agri­ 
cultural 
appropriation 
bill, which was 
finally passed w ithout am endm ent. 
Tho House am endm ents to the Senate bill 
fora pension to the widow of Gen-Tai Sheri­ 
dan wore nou-coneurred in and a conference 
asked.

As tho

rival 
chairm en of 
the im portant com­ 
m ittees on ways and m eans and appro­ 
priations were on Hie floor claim ing recog­ 
nition, Tho speaker recognized Mr. Mills, 
who called up the resolution .touching the 
constitutional right of the Senate to am end 
the M lls bill by m eans of a substitute deal­ 
ing w ith the entire sub ©ct of taxation. 
Mr. Landau, stating th a t he had reports 
to m ake from the com m ittee 
on rules, 
raised the question of consideration. The 
House refused, yeas 88, nays 148, to con­ 
sider the Mills resolution. 
Tbe House, by vote of lit; to 33, refused 
to reconsider the motion. 
Mr. R andall, from the com m ittee on rules, 
reported a resolution for the im m ediate con­ 
siderator! of the Senate bill for the retire­ 
m ent of W illiam L. Roseerans w ith the 
rank of brigadier-general. The resolution 
was adopts 1 and the bill taken up. 
Mr. Struble of Iowa said he wished to put 
him self on ro ord as opposed to the bill. It 
was not good polit y to < ontinue on the line 
of encouraging soldiers in the regular arm y 
alter having been educated by tbe govern 
m aut to reti.e from the service with a view 
of accepting political or civil positions. It 
was dem oralizing to the regular service. 
Mr. Bland of M ssourt inquired w hether 
the gentlem an ba l not voted to place Gen­ 
eral G rant o u fh e retired list. 
Mr. .Struble replied th at he had m ade 
General G rant a grand exception. He then 
opposed the bill on tbegrcund th at G eneral 
Roseerans had villi ed General G rant and 
declared 
th at 
G rant was a scoundrel. 
riffs m an elm had villified the nam e of 
the country's hero cam e hero today and 
asked for aid w ithout a word of apology 
and w ithout show ing that he had changed 
h s opinion. He would not filibuster aga nst 
Hie passage of the bill, but ho asked gentle­ 
men 011 Doth sides of tho houso to vote 
against it. 
Mr. Randall said th a t he had taken part 
in Ute proceedings of the House a t the tim e 
of Hie passage of the G rant hill. (It was on 
his m otion th at the b ll was passed.) Ile 
could recall no event of his public life th a t 
gave 
him greater and 
deeper gratifi­ 
cation. 
(Applause.) 
General 
Roseerans 
could h a te prevented 
Hie 
passage 
of 
th a t 
bill, 
but 
he 
ha I 
not done so. 
Le gentlem en rise up to the full stature of 
manhood a d forgive as they expect to bo 
forgiven. 
(Applause.) 
Let them forgive 
General Roseerans, and he felt certain that 
lie but expressed w hat would have been 
General G rant’s words were lie alive when 
lie said: “Let full justice be done to this 
faithful wounded soldier of tho Union.” 
(A n lause.) 
The bill was then passed. 
L le e t t o n T r o u b le s in V ir g in ia . 
Mr. Daniels of V irginia had tho floor in 
tho Senate in the discussion of Mr. Hoar's 
resolution relating to illegal election out­ 
rages. 
Mr. Daniels said he did not doubt the con­ 
stitutional authority of Congress to inquire 
into the state of suflrage. whore it was 
alleged (in such a m anner as to com m and 
respect and attention) th a t the Constitution 
had been violated in relation thereto. As 
to inquiry into the election of m em bers of 
the House of Representatives, he adm itted 
tin t there might, be tim es, c roum stanees 
and conditions under which such an in uiry 
would not be im proper, but he could con­ 
een e o nothing m ore im proper, more in­ 
decorous. or mort' u ser atory of the proper 
functions of governm ent than (pen ing con- 
te-ted election cases in tho House), for the 
Senate to underlake, by a partisan com m it­ 
tee. tp throw all of its authority and prestige 
in favor ot one side. 
He expressed his surprise th a t the repro 
sentntives of New E ngland States, which 
drew their 1 off Heal ascendancy (rom the 
doctrine of State rights, should be the chiel 
prom oters of a schem e to consolidate and 
nationalize all th e powers of the govern­ 
m ent, and to dim inish the power and 1 re- 
dom inance of th eir own 1 eople. Behind 
the penning resolution there are, iii the 
ha e of the future, the figure of a consoli­ 
dated nation, w ith representation in both 
houses based on equality of population and 
suffrage. 
A lluding to rem arks of Mr Chandler 
some tim e since holding up to obloquy the 
M ate of \ irgiu.a, Mr. Daniel characterized 
tho 
F l in g n t V ir g in ia 
as ungracious and gratuitous. The tw o first 
cases cited by Mr. C handler (those of Reu­ 
ben Colt' and W illiam Sm ith) had nothing 
to do w ith race or politics. The m en baa 
been lynched, but their crim es had been 
attacks on the virtue of w hite women. 
No evidence had been reported to the 
Senate in support of the resolution, nothing 
had been presented b u t anonym ous letters 
and petitions of defeated candidates for 
01 co iii Louisiana

and th a t if the m ethods renoi ted were per­ 
sisted in. the w hite people of the [south 
were sowing a seed from which was to come 
a harvest ol horror and blood, to which the 
Blench revolution or that. • f St. Domingo 
was light in comparison. Tile people of the 
North were anxious to aid Hie .South iii 
every possible way if the South would only 
receive th at help and not spurn it. 
Mr. Daniel said th a t if he were to rely on 
new spaper evidence he could prove th at the 
w hite slave trade was going on today iii 
M assachusetts in such a way th a t if the 
white slave trade was inconsistent w ith a 
republican form of governm ent, a non- 
sectional senator ought to inquire w hether 
or not there was a republican form of gov­ 
ernm ent in M assachusetts. 
A fter further 
rem arks by Mr. Daniel, who spoke four 
hours in all. the Senate adjourned. 
T h e L a te C o n g r e s s m a n H u m p s , 
At 2 o’clock public business was suspended 
in the House, and Mr. H atch of Missouri 
offered a series of resolutions providing for 
the delivery of eulogistic addresses ou the

DYNAMITE IN 
COLLEGE. 


Disgraceful Midnight Work 
of Wesleyan Students. 


A Cartridge Wrecks the forth Building 


and Maims an Inmate. 


The Injured Man One of the Participants 


in the Outrage. 


N ew 
H aven, 
Conn., Feb. 2 2 .— T he 
U nion’s special from M iddletown show s 
th at the explosion at W esleyan College last 
night was caused by dynam ite, instead of 
cannon crackers. The special says: 
About m idnight last n ig h t the inmates of 
North College building, at W esleyan Uni­ 
v e rse . wore 
aroused 
by an explosion 
which shook every walt; beam and rafter in 
the old building, anti a t once called to mind 
the blowing up of the Bark C entral Hotel a t 
H artford on Monday m orning. The report 
ot tho explosion could be heard in every 
quarter of tho town. The explosion was 
canned by a dynam ite bouabthrow n bysom e 
foolhardy student, or students, o r th e fou rth 
floor of the building. It shattered doors 
and windows, tore a bole dow n through two 
floors, and knocked out several yards of 
plastering. 
In ( >b-ct vatory ll ill the sam e outrage was 
perpetrated only w ith g reater effect. T he 
hails 01 both buildings are this m orning 
fillod w ith plaster, pieces of wood, glass and 
other debris in each quantities th a t it seem s 
im possible th a t a dynam ite cartridge could 
have m ade sin h havoc. 
Hie worst feature of the whole affair is 
the accident which befell N. C. H ubbard of 
the class of ’ *2. a son of ex-Congressm an 
Hubbard of W est Virginia. A fter the ex­ 
plosion in North College young H ubbard 
ventured out of his room to ascertain the 
cause of the racket. He w as no sooner in 
tho hall th an lits e>o lit on to a sm all 
m issile 
lying 
close 
beside 
his 
dooi 
and having 110 suspicion th a t it would work 
harm to him , lie picked it up. It was a dyn* 
ain ite cartridge, or bomb, of some kind, anc 
it im m ediately exploded in his hand. Th* 
P lim of his hand was terribly lacerated, hit 
eyes w ere horribly cu t and portions of th* 
explosive entered hts abdom en, 
it must 
have exploded w ith terrific force, as ii 
threw fragm ents of his flesh in all dire© 
turns upon the walls and ceiling. 
Acting (’resident Van Vlock this m orning 
w ired H ubbard’s fath er inform ation of th e 
accident, and was p articu lar to ex o n erate 
the young m an from anv im plication in t b e 
breach of college discipline. 
Most of th e students are inclined to place 
the responsibility upon m em bers o f tbe 
I rest) man class. 
For a groat num ber of years it has been 
custom ary for th e freshm en to usher in 
W ashington’s birthday w ith som e piece of 
peculiar deviltry, ana of late years each 
sncc ©ding class has striven to outdo th e 
other in its observance of th is custom .

It is a rock of 
igneous origin. 
G r a ph it e, a m ineral comp Bed of carbon 
and a sm all quantity of iron. varying from 
one to lo per cent. 
It is im properly called 
black-lead or plumbago. 
G rau -W ack e is a rock composed of va­ 
rious pebbles united bv an argillaceous 
Cement. 
It is generally of a gray color. 
This rock Ss one of the transition series, and 
is generally found alternating w ith argilla­ 
ceous slate cit the same age. 
G reenstone T r a p. a rocK composed of 
hornblende, feldspar and oxide of iron. It 
Is a rock of igneous origin, and was throw n 
up from below granite. It cuts through aud 
overlays tho new red sandstone form ation. 
Gypsum, a mineral composed of sulphuric 
acid aud lime. 
Marl, a variety of clay containing car­ 
bonate of lime. It falls to powder on dry­ 
ing, and will effervesce when acids are 
poured upon it. 
Mica, a mineral found in granite rocks. 
It is found in crystals and m plates, which 
split into their leaves not more than 1-10.000 
inch in thickness 
It is elastic, and springs 
back when bent. 
P o r ph y ry, a rock composed of com pact 
feldspar, w ith little squares of feldspar in 
In its mass. Prim ary rocks are supposed to 
have been form ed first in th e series. They 
never contain any organic rem ains of ani­ 
mals or vegetables. G ranite, sem ite, gneiss, 
m ica slate, etc., form w hat are called prim ­ 
ary rocks. 
P y r it e s , a com bination o f iron, or iron 
aud coop *r. w ith sulphur, is called by this 
name. 
Q u artz, a simple mineral, consisting of 
pure silex; it crystallizes commonly in the 
form of a six sided prism, with six-sided 
pyramids at the termination of the crystals.

A reason for this m ay be found partly in 
their adaptability to a greater num ber of 
crop* The grow ing of crops th a t can be 
put into m arket betw een Decem ber I and 
Bay I at high prices has been a tem ptation 
lo many. To sell tom atoes at C:> cent* per 
pound, lettuce at IO cents per head, and 
cucumber* at 30 cents each, has a fascinat­ 
ing sound to the gardener who has been glad 
a few m onths before to sell his tom atoes at 
a half cent a pound, and bis lettuce and 
cucum bers a t fib cent* per IOO. 
A nother reason lor the p artial decline of 
the hotbed ha* l*en th e fact th at atter the 
close of the a ar ii wa* found th at many 
varieties of vegetables coaler be grow n in 
th e berm udas, iu Florida, in V irginia and 
in southern M aryland >n the open air, and 
•ent hy fast going st! ami rs to che m arkets 
in Northern cit ie*, to be soid at prices winch

I ho soil w here they are to ho planted 
1 should Ira well prepared, in good tilth , 
and the plants set out as soon as the soil is 
sufficiently warm ed up to induce a healthy, 
vigorous growth. 
Cabbage lovo a rich soil and frequent 
cultivation. A good start to grow once se­ 
cured can he readily kept up, w ith clean, 
thorough cultivation. 
W ith carry cabbage a quick grow th not 
During the past few 
years has come | only insures an earlier m aturity but larger 
another change, It is a fact t Ii At m any vR- 
rieties of vegetables and sm all fruits, when 
grown in w arm er clim ates and brought to 
our m arket a* quickly as thoy m aybe, do 
not have the richness and Hie delicacy of 
flavor th a t is possessed by the sam e varie­ 
ties grown and ripened in onr clim ate, and 
delivered ut the m arket w ithout delay. 
To th e farm er, however who has an am ­ 
bition to grow vegetable* and sm all fruits 
for his fam ily table as early in the season as 
he can. and to the m arket gardener whose 
business or whose capital will not w arrant 
the outlay of the sum required for green­ 
houses. putting in stoam -Pipea and coal, tile 
hottied has always been a necessity and 
now m av prove a source of profit lf rightly 
m anaged. 
Many varieties of plant* ran bo started in 
th e bottled, and grown to a considerable 
size before the season of late frosts hi New 
England has passed, and being then tran s­ 
planted into the open ground, will m ature 
i heir crops much earlier than they could 
have dom? if it hart been necessary to d d a y 
the planting until there was no danger of 
the young plants being touched by the frost. 
Early cabbages, cauliflower*, tom atoes and 
peppers are instances 
fam iliar to every 
farm er. They do not require the heat of a 
tropical sun to grow them if they can be 
protected from ti e frost. 
I wenty years ago, or a little more. P eter 
Henderson, even at th at tim e one of the 
best authorities upon m arket gardening, 
advised th at the hotbed for the cions nam ed 
above, and sim ilar crops, should be modo 
ready about tho first of March, the m anure 
to be piled and allowed to i eat twice before 
putting into the pit. anil th?*n out in and 
tram ped solidly to the depth of 2 ] i feet. 
Upon th s put about, eight inches of soil, 
m aking it level, and p u tt'n g on tile glass. 
He Rowed a slope to th e south of six to 
nine Inches in a sash six feet long, th a t it 
m ight catch the rays of the sun. 
Of course the heat in tilts would rise too 
high for Hie germ ination of seeds, but after 
a few dave ventilation it would cool off 
until it would noi riseabovo : 0 . This point 
being read ied by the second week in March, 
the seed m ight be sown, ami the plants 
would be sufficiently grown to transplant 
into open giound by the tim e the ground 
was ready for them iii the vicinity of New 
York. 
For tho vicinity of Boston a work 
later than this would be early enough. 
At th e present tim e the custom am ene 
the m arket gardeners around Boston is to 
prepare their hotbeds in February, and 
after heating the m anure once, or som e­ 
tim es twico. if very coarse, to put it into 
the pit not over one foot in depth, ami to 
cover w ith five or six inches of earth, t hen 
set the fram es so th a t the gla<s will slope lo 
the south not m ore than three or four 
inches in the six feet. 
\ ery often the heat 
will not rise above IK) at all. but it m ay tie 
well to wait a few days to see if it should, 
and if it doe;*, give it ventilation ; but when 
satisfied th at the neat is falling, sow the 
seed. w hieh is done about M ardi. 
The tnt vantages of this plan are that it re ­ 
quires )e*8 labor and less m anure to prepare 
the hotbed. The exposure to the sun’s rays 
Icing 
less. 
tho 
tem perature 
is 
more 
equalized at the northern and southern 
sides of the fr imo. and this com bined w ith 
the fact th at there being less m anure, and 
consequently less bottom heat, causes the 
plants to grow more slowly, but being sown 
earlier they attain th e sam e size at the 
season for transplanting, and are lunch 
m ore stocky and vigorous. 
Of course, the care of banking the sides 
of the fram e, and in covering the sash at 
night, is m uch the samo, but as the sash is 
more nearly level, the difference in tem ­ 
p erature between the cloudy bour and the 
bright honr of tile day, or betw een day and 
night, is not nearly as great, ufid there is 
less clanger of tHeir getting burned by the 
sun if not opened prom ptly on a bright 
m orning. 
E ither o f these plans may he adopted by 
the farm er, ren n in bering th at the shorter 
th e season betw een the sowing of his seed 
in the hotbed and the tim e when he experts 
to p u t his plants Into open ground, tile 
greater tho am ount of m anure lie should 
put in to create bottom heat, and to force 
the plan t forward. 
Having sown the seed, shower w ith a fin* 
rose w atering pot. or a bose th at will throw 
a fine spray, using w ater nearly blood 
warm , and thoroughly soak the soil. 
It is 
better to do this in the m orning, and do it 
often enough to prevent ihe soil from get­ 
ting dry. 
Keep a therm om eter inside the 
fram e, where it can be easily seen, and do 
not let the tem perature rise above 80 in the 
daytim e, or tai I below- 50° In the night. 
It 
is better to keep at least 5u from those ex­ 
trem es. 
W hen the plants are one or two inches 
high they should bo thinned out. 
Home 
who do not care for very early plants do not 
have any bottom beat in this second fram e. 
and s me cover it with stout cotton cloth 
w hich is well oiled. 
At the present low 
price of hotbed sash it costs so little to use 
glass th a t there is but little gained in using 
tile cloth, and tho plants do not thrive quite 
as weil nuder the cloth, as there does not 
so m uch light and heat pass through it. 
FU nts should bo exposed to the open air 
several days before transplanting into the 
open ground. 
A fter the first crop of plants has been 
rem oved from th e hotbed, it may be used 
as a seed bed for later cabbage plants, or for 
growing cucum bers, melons or other crops 
th at thrive w ith very liberal m anuring. 
Those who use the hotbeds for forcing let­ 
tuce. cucum bers or tom atoes for w inter, of 
course m ust prepare them m uch earlier, 
according to the tim e when they wish to 
have crops for m arket; but, as was said at 
first, tile greenhouse has been largely sud- 
stituted for the hotbed for thin purpose, 
although the hotbeds are used for pricking 
out lettuce, dandelions and spinach. The 
m ethod of preparation is m uch tho same, 
but it may he well to put the m anure in 
very liberally. 
The bist soil fo rth e hotbed isa ric h , sandy 
loam. It may be m ade still richer by an ad­ 
m ixture of well rotted leaf mould from the 
woods, or of cow m anure. Some like to add 
a sm all am ount of good phosphate, or of 
ground hope and ashes, claim ing th a t it 
m akes tho plant *hrow out more fibrous 
roots, which enables it to better bear tran s­ 
planting. A clay soil or a black m uck or 
peatv soil is not good. The clav is too apt 
to bake up under the action of the sun atter 
w atering, and the m uck or peat is too cold. 
The seed does not come up well in either.— 
[American Cultivator. 


T h e H e a t M a te ria l fo r H o tb e d s . 
The m aterial m ost com m only used for 
the hotbed, aud th a t can the m ost readily 
bo obtained, is horse m anure. Som etim es, 
however, this is m ixed w ith cow m anure, 
the latter lending to lessen tho extrem e 
heat, and causing a more lasting one, which 
is alw ays of im portance. The horse drop­ 
pings pure are not advantageous, as the 
lieut 
is intense and short-lived. 
W hen 
m ixed w ith a goodly bulk of the bedding 
m aterial it is Hic most satisfactory. It is 
of some im portance that a week or two be 
fore using the whole be throw n together, 
and allowed to get into a quick state of 
ferm entation, tho effect of which is in the 
gardener s phraseology, to •'sw eeten’’ it. it 
being well known th a t the first rank fer­ 
m entation throws off gases th a t are poi­ 
sonous to tender vegetation 
O ther m aterial th at can be used is loaves 
from Hie trees; even pine needles will do, 
aud tanbark, ail oi which will, wiieti moist, 
if in large enough quantities, ferm ent and 
produce a heat answ ering for the purpose 
of a hotbed. A m ixture of horse m anure 
aud either of the above is useful, as the 
leaves or needles check th* heating power 
of tile m anure and cam e it to last some 
tim e longer, which is of great im portance 
in a cold, backw ard spring. 
Som etim es these ave dispensed w ith alto­ 
g ether and steam , hot water, or even the 
old-fashioned flue used to furnish the bot­ 
tom heat- W hile not quite as genial as the 
foregoing, they are cleanlier, and can, of 
course, be m ade to serve a good purpose. 
T he main point sought for is from some 
source to obtain a bottom heat in the soil 
th at will advance vegetation while yet the 
ground is fro en and nights cold. Even old 
spoiled hay or straw, if w etted and m ixed 
up and laid in a bed a connie of feet 
thick, will furnish a gentle heat th at for 
later use, such as to bring forward vege­ 
table plants will be found all sufficient for 
the purpose. A very little beat below, if 
allowed the sun on the glass during the day 
and covered up close at night, will be 
en o u g h 'fo ri cabbage, lettuce, cauliflower 
and sim ilar plants.—[Prairie Farm er.

E a rly C a b b a g e . 
Many farm ers do not care to crow a suffi­ 
cient num ber of early plants to m ake the 
m aking of a hotbed profitable. W hen this 
is the case a good supply of plants, suffi- 
d e n t for all practical, or rather, ordinary 
purposes, can be secured by sowing the 
seed in a shallow box. 
T he lox need not he over three or four 
incites deep, and should not be so large as 
to he inconvenient to hautlle. 
Tho soil 
should l e a rich sandy loam, well flued, aud 
sufficiently w anned un and moist to induce 
a quick germ ination of Hie seed. 
After trying quito a num ber of early va­ 
rieties I prefer to ure either early Hersey 
Wakefield or early Win nigs ta dt. There are 
other vancues that are som ewhat earlier, 
but. as a rule, thoy are sm aller, and, all 
things considered. I prefer to have the 
larger heads even if they are a few days 
later. 
Do not sow the seeds to * thick, as it is 
Quite an item to socure good, stocky plants, 
and they must have plenty of room lo 
grow 
In order not to induce iou rapid a 
grow th carr- should he taken not to keep too 
warm . 'J’be plants, if kept in a warm room. 
afforded uuuu»ome or .hts to in* growers, 'a r e very not to m ake a weak. snrnu.iog 
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How to Select Bronze 
Turkey*—It 
Alway* Pay* to Get Gpod Stock 
for Breeding Pnrpoiei. 
First-class birds cost more. but their prod­ 
uct will bring m ore; for when the parent 
stock is strong, fresh and vigorous the same 
qualities wail be transm itted to the off­ 
spring. Then, too, one is apt to consider a 
pure breed netter w orth the care and atten ­ 
tion necessary to bring it to perfection. A 
K entucky boy will curry a blooded in Tse 
five tim es as ottcn as he will curry a com­ 
mon plug, and I know th at a K entucky girl 
will go out in the hardest ram th a t ever 
fails to drive up lier flock of bronze turkeys, 
w hen if thoy were only com m on ones the 
m erest sprinkle w ould suffice to keep her 
indoors. 
In the selection of turkeys, th eir age, 
size, sym m etry aud general appearance of 
beautifulness sh uld be taken into consid­ 
eration. Tile m arks of age are unm istak­ 
able. Tho plum age of young birds is black 
and glossy, tiieir legs and feet are sm ooth 
and of a dead black. They are slender iii 
snape, and th eir m ovem ents aresiuick and 
lively; or. as m y sable help expresses it, 
’’A dv and spreey!” Young liens have no 
heard, and their heads are covered w ith 
short, black hair, growing am ong the w at­ 
tle!. As thev grow older, their legs become 
scaly and som ew hat lighter in color, until 
w hen four or five years old they are a light 
pink. 
Mv experience teaches that hens mav be 
kept until they are f> or 0 years old for lay­ 
ing purposes, but after 3 years old they 
should not bo allowed to s t. ar, they are 
usually so clum sy and heavy they are 
liable to break tho eggs in the nest. or 
crush the little 
turkeys after they are 
hatched, Young hens begin laying earlier 
in the season, but old hens continue later; 
eggs of the latter are also considerably 
larger. 
VV hen from 7 to 8 m onths old the hens 
should weigh from 14 to lopcum ls. and tho 
cocks from 20 to 25 pounds. Birds of the 
same Weight are often very different in 
shape. A model lien has a long, handsom e­ 
ly shaped body, a broad breast and back, a 
sm all head, slender nock. aud legs of m e­ 
dium length 
W hen iii good condition the 
plum age shines and sparkles w'ith golden 
bronze and purple hues. th eir wings and 
downy feathers lie close to their bodies, the 
head is held erect, the w attles and gills are 
scarlet when the bird is anim ated, the eyes 
bright and clear, while an appearance of 
general alertness aud briskness pervades 
every motion. 
it is a good plan fo rth e poultry breeder 
to keep sorno of his finost bens him self, and 
purchase a handsom e m ale elsewhere, as 
any in-breeding detracts from the stam ina 
of tim offspring. If this course be followed 
ho not only im proves his stock year by year. 
but lias the advantage of keeping hens on 
tho place who are acquainted w ith their 
surroundings and his mode of m anagem ent. 
When the whole stock is to be bought, it 
should be procured as early in tho season as 
possible. In fact. I should much prefer w in­ 
tering my own fowls to having som e one 
else do it for me. W inter is a very trying 
season on turkey*, and special attention 
should be paid to their food; they are ant to 
lose their appetit *. and begin to droop if fed 
for a considerable length of tim e on any 
one kind of food. A variety is absolutely 
necessary to keep them in good condition. 
Do not overfeed them at a n y tim e: a t the 
end of every m eal m ake the nock wish th at 
the feeding-pan held a little more. Turkeys 
do not require as rich food as chickens, nor 
are they as accom m odating in eating every 
and any sort of thing. Five or six years 
ago I left hem e during winter, leaving one 
whom I considered a very prudent person 
rn charge of m y fowls. This person was of 
a very generous disposition, aud, after the 
pork season was over, divided the scraps of 
m eat which we had always given to the 
chickens am ong the turkeys also, and the 
consequence was th a t when I got hom e MO 
of my turkeys were dead. 
People should 
exhibit the same am ount of common sense 
in caline tor fowls as they would iii atten d ­ 
ing to any other kind of live stock, and reg­ 
ulate 'h e food, both in quantity and quality, 
according to the seasons of the year aud 
the tem perature of tho w eather 
Touav is very cold. and instead of giving 
the fowls butterm ilk, which would have 
had ice upon it in a few m inutes alter it was 
put out of doors, my little colored assistant 
has put a kettle of sweet skim m ilk upon 
the stove and thickened it w ith m eal, m ak 
lug, when boiled, a sort of porridge. 'Ellis 
is seasoned w ith a pinch of salt and given 
to the fowls in shallow pans, as hot as thoy 
will drink it. It is needless to say th a t this 
dish is m ost highly appreciated, and in 
tru th it is far from being unpalatable to any 
one. 
.lust at this tim o mv turkeys are very 
choice and dainty in regard to their food: 
they think, because there are so few of 
them , they ought to be specially favored, 
and consequently they turn up their noses 
in the m ost scornful m anner at m any foods 
which tlioy devoured like corm orants a few 
m onths ago. So their diet has to bo changed 
pretty often, trying one tiling today and 
another tom orrow, to find som ething they 
will eat. always avoiding a preponderance 
of those foods which tend to produce fat. 
Oats, scraps from the table and bits of fresh 
m eat 
are relished occasionally, 
and 
a 
m oderate quantity of corn will h eir to keep 
them w arm in very cold weather. .Some 
kind of green food should be given them 
every day. and if thoy cannot procure sand 
and gravel for them selves, both should be 
provided. A dustiug-place m ust also be 
accessible. 
T heir m eals should be given to them at 
regular hours. In w inter they should have 
their breakfast as soon as they come down 
from their porches iii tile m orning, a lunch 
at noon if the w eather is cold or rainy, and 
a good warm supper about 4.80 in the after­ 
noon, with some sort of grain as dessert. 
The favorite food w itll my fowls a t pres­ 
ent is sorghum seed. They prefer t to either 
corn or oats. but as it is som ething I have 
never given them before they are allowed 
only a sm all meal each day until its utility 
is further tested. 
No devotee to hygiene could insist more 
upon the necessity of fresh air and cleanli­ 
ness than do turkeys. They show their iaitli 
by works, too, and sicken and die when de 
pnved of them . Ho. except in very had 
weather, they are allowed to roost out of 
doorfe in the nighest locust tree in the yard, 
but on bitter nights, such as we are having 
now. they are driven into au old disused 
henhouse, where 
I suspect they amuse 
them selves necking a low stray chickens 
which have also taken refuge thoro: for 
turkeys consider them selves tne aristocracy 
of the poultry yard, and impose dreadfully 
on all sm aller fowls. Iii cold w eather tu r­ 
keys are very phlegm atic, and like to stand 
around the house w ith their heads drawn 
down between their shoulders. They should 
not be perm itted to do this, but ought to be 
driven aw ay from tbs house out to the feed­ 
ing places of the cattle, or to tho siock ham 
in very severe w eather.where they can pick 
up scattered grain and hayseed, thus ob­ 
taining a variety of nutritious f< od, aud 
after their enforced exeroi-e thev come 
home at a brisk pace, looking lively and

Difference* In Farm Manures. 
The value of farm m anures depends on so 
m any conditions th a t it is hardly possible 
to m ake any accurate com parisons between 
the value of the excrem ents of the various 
kinds of dom esticated anim als. Still, a dis­ 
cussion of th e subject, and of the best moth 
ods of preserving and applying them . may 
be of great benefit. O ther tilings being 
equal, the following will be found to hold 
true in m ost oases: 
1. The value of m anure Is modified by the 
am ount of food given to the anim al. Liber­ 
ally fed anim als produce not only more, but 
better m anure than poorly fed ones. 
2. Animals fed on foods l ien in preterite (or 
nitrogen) and concentrated foods, furnish 
far more valuable voiding# than do those 
which are led on straw , roots and tile like. 
3. Anim als giving large am ounts of m ilk 
produce poorer m anure than any others of 
Their kind, except anim als from I to 4 
weeks old. 
4. Anim als fed so sparingly th a t they 
neither increase in w eight nor produce any­ 
thing but m anure, return to the m anure 
heap all of the fertilizing elem ents which 
were contained in the food consumed, but 
the quantity is always very small. 
The following table gives a fair average 
of the per cent. of the m anurial elem ents 
of the loons consum ed, found in tho void­ 
ing* of the classes of anim als nam ed below :

At th e Cornell U niversity E xperim ent 
Station throe cows, weighing 3570 pounds, 
ate iii th ree days I if J pounds of clover hay, 
41 pounds of cornstalks, 4f> pounds of cot­ 
tonseed meal. 42 pounds of cornm eal and 
42 pounds of m alt sprouts. The yield of 
m ilk was 285 pounds, or an average of 3 l 2/s 
Pounds per cow per d a y ; and tile product of 
m anure for each cow per day was 89 I -n 
pounds and each drank 8SVS pounds of 
water. The foods were analyzed and the 
m anure valued, according to the first table 
given above, and it wa? found th a t each 
cow nroduced m anure worth I (I 7*9 cents 
per day. The m ixed m anure of the classes 
of anim als nam ed above weighs about twice 
as m uch as tho air-dried load fed to them . 
The value of m anure, com puted a t com­ 
m ercial oric«s for nitrogen, potash and 
phosphoric acid, is equal to. or exceeds one- 
half tile cost oi tim food usod. M anure from 
corn fed olm is an cxcoption to th is rule. 
Tho urine of herbivorous anim als is rich in 
substances which tend to develop tile stem 
and leaf, and deficient in thore w hich pro­ 
duce seeds, lienee it is often used to force 
claut# in the early stage* of tiieir growth. 
Solid excrem ents are com paratively rich in 
hum us and seed-form ing principles and 
deficient in power to produce leaves and 
•terns. 
Hap ny. liquid droppings decom­ 
pose m uch more rapidly than tho solid, so it 
we arc wise enough toapply ihe liquids and 
solids together, the plant will receive just 
the k in a o f nourishm ent it w ants both in its 
earlier and later stages of developm ent. To 
show the great hiss of m anure w hen not 
properly cared for, I quote the following 
from experim ents conducted in E urope; 
N itrogen 
lbs. 
Five tons of fresh m anure contained. 40 
When half rotted............................... 85 
In Cheesy state ...................................... 25 
Fully decomposed................................... 20 
W hile the nitrogen had heenredncea one- 
half, the total w eight of the m anure had 
been reduced still more, so unless proper 
care is taken in the rotting oi m an n re.it 
will bo better to apply it direct from the 
stable. 
Few barns are yet so arranged th at 
the m anures from the various anim als 
are ©con oui leal I y m ixed as the stables are 
cleaned out; but w here it can be done at 
slight expense it should ho done, for it will 
lie found th at both the drier m anures and 
dam per ones will I e m uch im proved in 
character, and danger from loss will he 
greatly dim inished. 
Tho question often 
arises, w here will 
sheep or hog or cow m anure do the m ost 
good and the least harm . 
Fresh sheep, 
horse and pig m anures would best be ap­ 
plied to grata lands hi early fall, and those 
intended for corn the following spring. Cow 
lnanuio would best be applied to ground 
Intended for roots, as they love a moist, 
cool soil, w hile com thrives best in one 
th at is warm and dry sh. There is less dan­ 
ger of “ fingers and toes’’ and “seaIV* if cow 
m anure, instead of horse m anure, is nsed, 
though it is always safest to apply only well- 
rotted m anure in late fall or early spring to 
ground intended for roots ann tuber*. 
Hen m anure does not differ m aterially 
from other m anures in quantity per IOO!) 
pounds live w eight of anim al, if its dryness 
is considered, and the foods used are of the 
same character as those fed to tho other an­ 
imals, or, in other words, the anim al has no 
power to create plant food. The real value 
of m anure is equal to th e m anurial value of 
the food used, m inus w hat the anim al has 
taken for its own use. Corn-fed liens laying 
eggs produce poor m anure. The reason why 
hen m anure is richer than other kinds is 
th at the anim al needs and uses large quan­ 
tities of nitrogenous food and sm all quanti­ 
ties of water. 
The best results m ay lie exported from the 
application of well rotted m anure to w heat 
and grass lands in Septem ber and October. 
In order to prevent waste and im prove the 
chem ical and m echanical condition of the 
m anure, itshonid be rotted and preserved 
in a w ater tight receptacle w ith an outlet 
at the lowest point so th at the teachings 
may flow into a sm a'l cistern. The liquid 
m anure should be pum ped back upon tile 
heap, and a little gypsum or earth should 
be spread over the mas!. 
I ain pleased to know th at you have taken 
this valuable advance step in the discus­ 
sion OI m anures, and th at you are trying to 
teach true agriculture, which consists in 
taking from tne soil such concentrated ele­ 
m ents of iife as the world wants, and re ­ 
placing them in the crude, cheap and waste 
products so skilfully th a t no sonous dinn* 
nutionof fertility will occur,—[Professor I.

How to Increase From ISO Pound* 
of Butter Per Cow Per Year to Over 
SOO Pounds. 
F. D. Douglas, president of the V erm ont 
D airym en’* Association, tells us th a t his herd 
has been m ostly developed from grade Dur- 
ham s Of a good m ilking strain and full blood 
Jersey bulls. 
He has m ade purchases at 
different tim es of full-blooded Jersey heifers, 
but m ost of them have been disposed of for 
various reasons. Some were too nervous, 
et liers gave too sm all an am ount of milk, 
w hile tw’o or throe very fine anim als had 
the habit of holding th eir m ilk and dried 
them selves off. "H ad I had mv present ex­ 
perience in the outset” he adds, ’I should 
have bought only Jersey males, as I now 
believe a good bu tter herd can be thus bred 
up m ore cheaply and equally as good for 
practical 
work.

Beauty of form. color or fan ­ 
ciful developm ent of any description m ust 
give way to the stern realities of actual test 
ii we would build up m ost rapidly a supe­ 
rior working her I. Iii this m uuner of build­ 
ing tip a herd them are no fancy pedigrees 
in the way of a thorough selection and 
adaptation of our stock to tho purpose for 
which it is kept. W here the sale of blooded 
stock and not th e butter product is the 
object sought, of course a different m ethod 
m ust be pursued. Beauty of form, etc., 
m ust then be taken into the account. H ie 
butter product of my « wn herd has been thus 
increased from less than nu average of 150 
pounds per annum to over 800 pounds for 
each in !turo cow 'n tho herd. I know of 
several herds winch have been thus bred 
up th a t give an average yield of even more 
than this, and w here the herds, like my 
own, num ber 35 m ature anim als or more. 
Tile heifers disposed of pav well for their 
keeping as they are often the nest, selling 
m em bers of the herd, aud also the most 
valuable for use in tho production of m ilk 
for the t i 1 Ik trade and fam ily use.”

The 
objection urged th a t tim e would nave to be 
spent in hunting up new calves also lalD, 
for the veal farm er can do as a lady friend 
does: lot the local butcher who take! the 
fat calf awav bring a new ono iii its place. 
Country butchers always know where to get 
a young calf for a nom inal sum.

tho cow for the next year’s m ilking. Tins 
s stem exhausts tlio soil. ess. because the 
m ost valuable part of the inuit is retained 
in the m anure of the calf, while in tho 
other case it goos off w ith th e m ilk.

Level Culture vs. M uling Du — Best 
W inter W heat — Veal Farming — 
Analysis of Tubers and Roots — 
Nuggets. 
The old-style system of hilling up vege­ 
tables, w ith conical-shapod hills, the plant 
form ing the apex or vertex of tho hill, so 
m uch in vogue for m any generations past, 
needs to he relegated to the lim bo of do- 
parted absurdities, never to bo resurrected 
while the sun shines and w ater runs. Like 
m any other errors it has held on tenacious­ 
ly, handed down from father to son and 
grandson, and is even now very slow iii re­ 
laxing its grip on the m inds and habits of 
men. 
There m ight have been some ex­ 
cuse iii the early settling up of ibis coun­ 
try fo rth e hilling-up process, when the soil 
was saturated with a superabundance of 
m oisture, aud it was desirable to rid the 
vegetables of th at ex tra dam pness by drain­ 
ing it away from th e plants; but that rea­ 
son has long ceased to exist, for thoeountry 
is cleared up, tho ground is am ply drained 
by open aud tile ditches, and plants nowa­ 
days otten suffer more from w ant of mois­ 
ture than from excess of it; hence it be­ 
hooves us now to seek a better m ethod of 
culture, and to adopt th a t m ethod which is 
best suited to the changed c o n atio n of our 
sod and clim ate. 
W ith th at object iii view I have experi­ 
m ented to some extent, and have found toe 
following m ethod decidedly sueces'ful. to 
w it: Instead of m aking a cone-shaped hill 
around my plants 
I m ake a good si ed 
basin-shaped circle of well-hoed ground 
around caon plant or hill of plants, so as to 
leave the plants in the centre of the basin, 
and in tile lowest part thereof, in order that 
ii m av catch aud bold all the rain and dew 
th at falls, and in case of a dry spell .super­ 
vening, and it becomes necessary to waler 
the plants w ith a sprinkling pot, late of 
evenings or early of mornings, no water is 
lost, as it would be when poured or sprinkled 
on a cone-shaped hill, which would n atu r­ 
ally run the w ater away lrom the roots, in­ 
stead of to the r< ots. where it is needed. 
Stirring the soil deeply n ex t the plants, 
by using a sm all, Jong hladod hoe, anarrow- 
bladeri scad©, spading fork. cr even an ordi­ 
nary but her knife, is m uch better for 
onions, radishes, beets, turnips, potatoes, or, 
indeed, any other kind of vegetable th at 
grows in our fields and gardens, than the 
old style plan of hilling un. 
All plants 
grow from the inside out, and it is our duty 
to aid their toots by loosen rig and pulveriz­ 
ing the soil next them , so as to give them a 
fair chance to grow' rapidly and develop 
large roots, bulbs or tubers w ithout wasting 
their innate energy In vainly contending 
against the compression of circum ferential 
walls of com pact soil.—{Indiana Farm er. 


B e s t W in te r W h e a t. 
It would be alm ost im possible for farm ers 
to undertake tesla of different varieties of 
w heat for the purpose of determ ining the 
m ost desirable variety for productiveness, 
and here comes in an im portant service of 
the experim eutstations. Pennsylvania has 
been doing some good service in th a t line, 
and the results are given in the sixth 
bulletin of the State college station. Six 
new varieties have been subjected to test 
for two years, and the result has been th at 
the “Germ an E m peror” proves the best in 
point of grain yield. It was im ported from 
Germ any, and has been tested in n o rth ­ 
western ()hio. It is a sm ooth w heat, hav­ 
ing large, com pact heads, resem bling the 
Clawson; it is exceptionally hardy and 
adapted to culture on low lands where the 
soil is black and of a m ucky character. It 
tillers well, the straw ta long and strong, 
standing up xvel I. it ripens early, and pro­ 
duces from one-fourth to one third more 
than other varieties in th e samo locality. 
The yield the last season was 34.92 bushels 
per acre, being considerably above the noxt 
best com peting variety. Tile satno was true 
of the test of 1887. although the relative 
yield of every variety was considerably less. 
If farm ers desire a change of seed, it is well 
to bear in m ind the results of these trials.— 
[Germantow n Telegraph.

A g ric u ltu ra l N u g g e ts . 
The exports of apples from all Am erican 
ports,for the week ending Feb. 9. as reported 
by A.C. L om bard’s Sons, were 32,123 barrels, 
including 4214 barrels from Boston, 16,180 
barrels from New York, 4924 barrels from 
Portland, aud 6803 barrels from H alifax. 
For the season the total exports have been 
1,184,215 barrels, including 343,640 barrels 
from Boston. 401,669 barrels from New 
York. 
291,092 barrels 
from 
M ontreal, 
77,054 t arrels from Portland, and 70,160 
barrels from H alifax. 
Bor the same tim e 
iart year tim total exports were 526,583 
barrels, including 1.84,438 barrels 
from 
Boston. 339,888 barrels from New York, 
20.006 barrels from M ontreal, 93,134 bar­ 
rels from Portland, 28,636 barrels from 
H alifax, and 10.484 barrels from Annapolis. 
G rinding corn, cobs and all, seems to give 
a feeding ration superior to cornm eal alone. 
Tho apparent absurdity of claim ing th a t 
cobs gave any n utrim ent was perhaps 
largely tne reason so m any aide and ex ­ 
perienced m en opposed it. But lately Hie 
ranks of the oobmeai m en have received 
largo accessions of their form er opponents, 
who have given the cobm eal a fair trial, 
and have been obliged to adm it its superi­ 
ority. if your m iller w ill not grind cobs 
and all. It will pay to buy a m ill if you have 
any considerable num ber of cattle to feed 
The cobs seem to divido the cornm eal in 
tim stom ach, keeping it loose and therefore 
m aking it easy to digest 
Unless the cobs 
arc ground very fine no benefit seems to be 
derived from them. 
In regard to feeding potatoes to cows, P ro­ 
fessor Stew art says th a t * raw potatoes are 
not digestible, and only operate as a laxa­ 
tive loo I. and any considerable am ount fed 
raw will reduce the m ilk instead of increas­ 
ing it.” Is it a fact th at potatoes are abso­ 
lutely indigestible in tho stom ach of dom es­ 
tic anim als.' Somebody has got a great 
deal to learn yet about leeds and feeding. 
Tim Connecticut E xperim ent S tation’s 
published analyses of sam )des of com m er­ 
cial fertili: ors and food stuffs is said to have 
driven m ost dishonest dealers out of the 
business. But tho lai>or is heavy; yet it 
m ust not ceuso. Tho director suggests th at 
one station should do this work lur several 
states, leaving tilt? others tree to undertake 
tests aud investigations in other of the 
m any im portant lines. 
To give the readeis a fa’r idea of the profit 
m ade by m anufacturers, Professor Johnson 
of the Connocttcui 
E xperim ent Station 
analyzed 68 fertilizers, tho average cost ot 
which was $84.55 per tt u. Tile Station’s 
average valuation was $28.70, the dif­ 
ference boing $5.35 and the percentage dif­ 
ference 20.3. T hat is. Hie same quantities 
of nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash. 
which were contained in an average ti ii of 
these fertilizers, could have been bought iii 
raw m aterials of standard quality in ton 
lots in Connecticut, for $28.70 cash; in the 
average fertilizer they cost $34.55. and 
lienee the m anufacturers’ and dealers’ ex­ 
penses and profits on a ton of fertilizer 
averaged $5.85, or 20.3 por cent, of the cost 
of the m aterials. 
H em ;'au d Pax have advanced to alm ost 
double tho prices current a year ago. This 
abnorm al rise is attributed to speculators, 
yet tho latter claim tile increased dem and in 
connection w ith a short supply is responsi­ 
ble for tile high prices. Tho item of hind' r 
tw ine alone consumes more hem p now then 
any other branch of business.

for Fifteen Cents. 


Mrs. Greene Tells How to Cook Food 
in Fat. 


In opening her lecture at the Y'oung 
W om en’s Christian Association last week. 
Mrs. Greene gave a long-promised recipe 
for “Scotch broth.” 
This was taken from 
a lost year’s report of a lecture, given 
in T h e G l o b e, and is a simplified form of 
Mrs. Lincoln’s rule used at the Boston Cook­ 
ing school. 
Scotch broth—Pick over and soak Vt cup 
pearl barley over night. Remove the skin 
and fat from a neck of m utton, cu t Into 
sm all pieces, put the bones into I pint cold 
w ater; the m eat into 3 pints; skim well. 
To the m eat add the barley and skim 
again. 
F ry 
Vb 
cup each 
of 
celery, 
onion, carrot and turnip rn I tablespoon­ 
ful of butter and add to the m eat. 
Sim m er 
until the m eat is lender. Strain the w ater 
in which the bones were boiled. M elt I 
tablespoonful butter, add I tablespoonful 
flour and pour on slowly the strained w ater; 
add 2 teaspoonsful salt. I sal (spoonful pep­ 
per and I tablespoonful chopped parsley 
and add to tho m eat. Sim m er IO m inutes. 
Serve. 
This is a very economical dish as well as 
a nice one. as tho neck of m utton which is 
used, about four pounds, costs only 15 cents. 
Cut and prepare the m eat as directed, and 
put on to cook. Let the m eat come to a boil 
quickly, as it is desired to preserve the 
goodness and Savor of the m oat; but let the 
ones begin to cook very slowly, as it is re­ 
quired to extract from them all th e flavor 
which they may contain. 
W lule the m eat etc., is cooking cut the 
celery, oiiion. ( arret and turnip up Into 
sm all cubes. If you haven’t the celery, use 
celery salt to flavor the broth. Fry the 
vegetables in butter till yellow, but not 
to the browning point. 
Skim the cooking m eat till it isquite clear 
before adding the barley, and skim again till 
clear, w hile the barley is cooking. 
After the vegetables are added to the m eat 
let tho whole sim m er till the m eat is tender. 
This will take some tim e; th e broth should 
cook in all about three hours, aud the 
vegetables should he Tory soft and tender. 
W atch that, the w ater doesfiot boil away, 
replenishing when necessary. 
This is the real Scotch broth, and is just 
delicious. 
Ono would not need to come 
from the land of cakes to appreciate it. 
Cooking food in tat was the sub cot of 
Mrs. G reene’s lecture. Tho first secret of 
success in this lino is to have the fat bot 
enough to sear the outside of the article 
dropped 
in 
a t one®, so that a brown 
crust is form ed and the fat cannot be ab­ 
sorbed. A rticles put in hot fat should he 
dry 
and 
a 
little 
warm, lf 
thoro is 
any 
w ater 
about 
the 
article 
it will 
m ake the fat 
spatter 
and 
boil 
over. 
Cold articles will reduce the tem perature 
of the fat. and will cook slowly and absorb 
fat. This "cooking iii hot fat” m eans im ­ 
m ersing in sm oking hot fat. and not put 
into a little fat in a frying pan. 
"S auteing” is the term given by the 
French to the process of cooking in a very 
little fat. Om elets and griddlecakes may 
be cooked in this way. All other articles of 
food w hich are fried should be im m ersed in 
hot fat. 
Fish R ail* (Mrs. L incoln/. 
T ake one cup raw codfish, picked up fine. 
in some C oldw ater; tw ice the am ount of 
raw potatoes, cut up in sm all pieces; I tea­ 
spoonful butter, I egg well beaten, Vt salt- 
spoooful w hite pepper, aud m ore salt if 
needed. 
Pour enough boiling w ater to cover over 
fish and potatoes and cook till the potatoes 
are tender. Drain off every drop of w ater; 
wash and boat till very sm ooth; add the 
butter, pepper and salt if any is needed. 
W hen slightly cooled add the egg. Shape 
in a tablespoon, and slip off into a frying 
basket. F ry in sm oking hot fat one m inute. 
Fry only five at a tim e, as m ore will cool 
the fat. Keep the rem aining m ixture warm 
m eanw hile on the back of the stove, as they 
will absorb the fat in frying if pu t in cold. 
The egg in the fishballs m akes it unneces­ 
sary to egg them before frying. 
ITV everything in drip fat by m eans of a 
frving basket. A granite kettle is the best. 
L ard is alm ost universally used for frying. 
and is the least expensive. Half drippings 
and h alt laid is the best com bination. Suet 
should not be UBed. as it cools so quickly 
and gives a coating of tallow. By "drip­ 
pings” one m eaus the clarified r e m a ile r s 
of fats from roast m eats, eto. 
V egetable oils are to be 
preferred to 
anim al fats, and are coming more and more 
into use. M athew W illiam s, in his “Chem ­ 
istry of Food,” says the tim e will come 
when the objectionable anim al fats will be 
only used to grease m achinery. 
( r u s t P a ttie * (T he E p ic u re ). 
Cut stale bread into slices tw o inches 
th ic k ; cu t out large rounds w ith a sharp 
cu tter; w ith another, a sm aller cutter, cut 
down nearly through these first rounds: fry 
one m inute in hot fat. Take out and re­ 
move Hie inner circle of bread, and dig 
out all tho soft inside. Fill w ith cream ed 
oysters, cream ed chicken, or any substance 
usually us<yl for patties. Place the thin 
brown cover on the top if desired, and serve 
w ith a th in w hite sauce. 
Tho lecturer quoted Mrs. Lincoln to the 
effect th a t most tried food could be cooked 
just as w ell in some other way. 
Test fat tor frying croquettes, fishballs, 
etc., by dropping a piece of bread into tho 
pot; it should brown while one counts to. 
A "thick h atter” for muffins, etc., should 
be thick enough not to drop easily, as iii tho 
case of griddlecakes: it should lie so thick 
th at it is necessary to help it off th e spoon. 
Fried Potatoes. 
“French fried” potatoes are potatoes cut 
in long narrow strips lengthw ise of potatoes. 
"Saratoga” potatoes are thin slices cut cross­ 
wise. F luted and fancy shapes m ay be cut 
also. 
A fter being cut put potatoes in a pan of 
w ater w ith a piece oi ice. Let them stand 
fi r three or four hours till perfectly cold 
aud till brittle. Fry a few pieces at a tim e. 
Use a basket for frying if desired, but a 
skim m er is better. W hen ready to fry dry 
the potatoes thoroughly on towels. Tho 
soaking in the w ater extracts some of the 
starch,so th a t w hen fried tile cellular tissue 
of the potato is cooked crisp a t once. 
Fry intr Fish. 
Fry all sorts of fish in deep fat rather 
than in a little fat. Roll in egg. Hour and 
m eal and egg again, or roll samo kinds in 
Indian m eal. W ipe fish to clean it and to 
rem ove th e w ater. 
In egging fish, etc., add a tabespoonful of 
w ater to every egg beaten un. 
Before frying anything, have ready a pan 
w ith some soft 
brown 
paper in it to 
absorb 
any 
fat sui Ii 
as m ay 
rem ain 
as tho 
food 
is takon 
from 
the 
fat. 
Hold lite bailor the basket on a fork in the 
fat. W hen the articles are cooked lift out 
tho basket and give it a little shake to re­ 
move th e lat. h av e a plate ready to hold 
under the basket when it is taken out of the 
fat. 
M rs. G re e n e ’* D o u g h n u ts. 
Use 3 cups of sifted pastry flour; m ix w ith 
it I heaping teaspoonful cream of tartar, Vb 
of 
a 
level 
teaspoonful 
of soda, Vi a 
teaspoonful 
of 
salt 
and 
a 
teaspoon­ 
ful 
of m ace or nutm eg. Boat one egg 
well, add I teaspoonful of shortening, 
6 a cup of sugar and 'a of a cup of m ilk. 
Mix a1! the dry ingredients together, except 
tho sugar; boat the egg. a ld m ilk, sugar 
and shortening and pour the w et ingredients 
into the dry. 
Use St. Louis flour, the pastry flour, for 
everything in which soda and cream or 
ta k in g powder is used; Huxail flour for 
everything raised w ith yeast.

BOSTON COOKING SCHOOL. 


Nice Toast and Breakfast Cakes—De­ 
licious Dishes Demonstrated Before 
Interested Ladies—How to Make and 
8erve Broiled Venison, Halibut a la 
Creole, Turkish Pilaf, Etc. 
Tile lesson given by Miss M aynard a t the 
Boston Cooking School, W ednesday m orn­ 
ing. Feb. 20, including the m aking and 
serving of tho following; Broiled vensiou. 
halibut a la creole. T urkish pilaf, Germ an 
toast, hom iny cakes, beignet souffle. 
These were afterw ards tested an proven 
to be delicious. They were m ade after the 
following recipes: 
Broiled Venison. 
Wipe, season w ith salt and pepper, dip in 
m elted butter, then in flour. Broil 6 or 8 
m inutes. Serve w ith m aitre d ’hotel butter. 
Venison steak is always expensive. The 
tw o pound# needed for th e lesson cost 40 
cents a pound. 
T he hest cuts are from th e leg. 
Venison should be cooked rare, like beef- 


T he rulo given is all dark m eats should be 
cooked rare and all light m eats be well done. 
The broiler should be greased w ith a little 
b it of salt pork. 
T he butter bastes it and m akes it a little 
nicer. 
Keep turning it. using judgm ent. If a 
rule is desired count IO. m oderately, then 
turn. 
Many th in k broiling steak and cooking 
soft boiled eggs very easy, but Miss May­ 
nard regards them ss th e very hardest 
things to do well. Any one can broil steak 
so it will be burned up on the outside and 
raw within. 
This steak is very nice. 
It should be 
served w ith m aitre d hotel butter. 
Maitre d’Hotel Batter. 
Cream one-quarter cup butter, add half 
teaspoonful salt, half saltspoonful pepper, 
one tablespoonful chopped parsley and one 
tablespoonful lem on juice. 
A large Quantity of this m ay be m ade at a 
tim e and be kept on hand and cut off from 
tim e to time, as it is wanted, as you would 
other butter. 
T he bowl should always be w arm ed before 
the butter is put in to bo cream ed. 
The parsley should be chopped tine before 
it is m easured. 
H alibut a la Creole. 
P u t one pint tom ato, one cup w ater, three 
cloves and one slice onion on to boil. M elt 
two tablespoonfuls butter, add one table­ 
spoonful flour and pour into the tom ato. 
Cook IO m inutes, th en strain. 
Scald four 
pounds halibut, scrape off th e black skin. 
Season w ith salt and pepper. P u t th e fish 
into a baking pan. pour over half of the 
tom ato, use the rem ainder to baste w ith. 
Bake three quarters of an hour. 
The slice chosen for this should be thick, 
and it #bould stand on end on th e shelf, in 
the pan. when cooking. 
It should be basted w ith th e tom ato sauce 
about three tim es w hile cooking. 
W hen done, if any sauce is left, it is turned 
over it. 
It is nice served with T urkish pilaf. 
The same sauee can be used for m acaroni 
or chops, or anything where a tom ato sauce 
is nice to be served. 
More onion can be usod w ith anything to 
be served hot th an if oaten cold, lf cold, 
the strength of the onion is greater. 
Turkish P ilaf. 
One cup stew ed and strained tom atoes. I 
cup stock, season highly w ith salt, pepper 
and chopped onion. W hen boiling add I cup 
rice and cook slowly u ntil th e rice bas ab­ 
sorbed all the tom ato, then steam u n til ten­ 
der. Add Va cud bu tter and serve. 
Any rem nants can be used for stock. In 
this case chicken and m eat scraps wore 
used. 
It is a very econom ical dish. 
More depends upon w ashing rice th an in 
cooking it. 
P u t it into cold w ater and rub it betw een 
the palm s of the hands a long tim e to get 
the starch from the outside. 
T his keeps th e granules whole. 
Tom atoes should never be allowed to stand 
iii a can after it has been opened, a3 it m ay 
then be poisonous. 
S tir rice alw ays w ith a fork rath er th an a 
spoon. 
German Toast. 
Beat I egg slightly, add I saltspoon salt 
and I cup m ilk. Soak 6 slices of bread in 
this custard. Brown on a buttered griddle. 
These can be served w ith sugar and cinna­ 
mon or a cream sauce,as desired or to vary it 
B aker’s inead is nice for this, because it is 
m ore porous. 
If the bread to be used is very dry it will 
not brown nicely. The b u tter m akes it 
brown well. 
If desired, m ore b u tter can be added, upon 
serving. This is very nice. 
H om iny Cakes. 
One cud w arm boiled hom iny; add yolk 
of I egg aud I saltspoon salt, th en the w hite 
of I egg beaten stiff. Drop from a table­ 
spoon and bake brown in a hot oven. 
Hom iny th a t has been left over m ay be 
used for this, but it m ust always be w arm ed 
up w ith a little bit of m ilk or w ater, or the 
egg will not m ix in well. The yolks should 
bn beaten well and th e w hites to a stiff 
froth. 
Any ex tra w hites of eggs th a t have been 
left over can be put into this, aud m ake it 
m ore lig h t 
C ut the whites of eggs into this instead of 
beating them iu. 
This m akes a nice cake for breakfast, and 
a variety. 
Use a palette knife to clean out the dish. 
Drop with a spoon into a pan. 
It is nice if baked in muffin rings. 
BeiRnet MonlHe. 
Boil Va cup w ater, I saltspoonful salt and 
Vt cup butter together. Add % cup flour and 
cook 5 m inutes. Cool and add three eggs 
beaten separately. F rv in hot f a t Split, 
fill w ith jolly and sprinkle w ith pow dered 
sugar. 
This m ixture is m uch like th a t of cream 
cakes. 
This can be called jolly fritters, or they 
can be tilled w ith cream and called cream 
fritters. 
Tuey will turn them selves over in the fat 
as soon as they are done on one side. 
For cream < ake m ixture one more egg is 
added aud double tho other Quantities. 
T his m akes very nice cream cakes. 
As soon as th e bu tter is m elted add the 
flour and m ix to a stiff batter. 
For cream fritters, the regular cream cake 
m ixture m aybe used, or whipped cream , 
either is nice. 
In m aking cream cakes th o w hites of tho 
eggs can be m ixed in better w ith the hands 
than any other way. 
It is very hard to beat 
them in.

THE FARMERS AND THEIR CIDER. 


The farm ers of this State are a good deal 
interested in tho question w hether th e con­ 
stitutional am endm ent, w hich is soon to be 
subm itted for their ratification, will pro­ 
hibit the m aking and soiling of cider. 
Here is the exact language of the am end­ 
m ent: 
Tile manufacture and gale of Intoxicating liquors 
to be used as a beverage are prohibited. 
The General Court shall enact suitable legislation 
to enforce the provisions of this article. 
As we rem arked yesterday the Legisla­ 
ture has 
already defined "intoxicating 
liquors" as drinks containing m ore than I 
per cent, of alcohol, and all cider th a t is 
w orthy of the nam e contains a m uch larger 
percentage. Therefore it seems perfectly 
clear th at if th e am endm ent is ratified tile 
farm ers will not be allowed to m anufacture 
or sell cider "to be used as a beverage.” 
B ut one course will then rem ain for tho 
farm ers. 
They m ust m ake and scil cider 
to be used as m edicine, as lubricator, as 
illum inating fluid, as m ineral w ater, as 
axle grease, as anything in the world hut 
a beverage. For m ake it and scil it they 
m ust and will.

WEBSTER 
SLEW THE 
PROCONSULS. 
The New York Sun has perform ed a valua­ 
ble service in the cause oi historical truth. 
by proving beyond a peradventure th a t the 
fearless M assachusetts statesm an, D a n ie l 
W e b s te r , did actually kill the Homan 
proconsuls whose death, so far as the elder 
H a r r is o n ’s inaugural address is concerned, 
has been laid at his door. 
The story th a t W e b s te r "killed 17 Ho­ 
m an proconsuls as dead as sm elts”-~orocon- 
suls who, but for this untim ely taking off, 
would have figured In General W illia m 
H e n r y H a r r is o n ’s inaugural address— 
was told in T h e G lo b e last sum m er, soon 
after General B en ja m in H a r r is o n ’s nom i­ 
nation for the presidency. It has passed 
w ithout contradiction until recently, when 
Mr. C. F. C la r k s o n , a W estern editor, 
declared 
in 
a 
speech 
before 
the Des 
Moines V eteran Tippecanoe Club th at he 
knew from personal investigation th at there 
w asn’t a word of tru th in it. He insinuated 
th at the story wa*; invented by W e b s te r in 
revenge because H a r r iso n defeated him 
for the nom ination, or else W e b s te r got it 
off when he was drunk, to discredit General 
W illia m H e n r y H a r r iso n and m ake him 
out a person of feeble intellect. The Sun 
has saved us the trouble of looking up the 
facts to prove the story. 
Here is the authentic account, as given in 
H a r v e y ’s ‘’Rem iniscences of Daniel Web­ 
ster” : 
“Mr. W ESST KR told me that he was a good deal an­ 
noyed because the message was, according to his 
judgment and taste, so inappropriate. It entered 
largely into Roman history, and had a good deal to 
say about the States of antiquity and the Roman 
proconsuls and various matters of that kind. In­ 
deed, the word ‘proconsul’ was repeated In It a 
great many times. 
‘‘When ne lound that the President was bent upon 
using his own Inaugural, Mr. W ebster said that his 
desire was to modify It, and to get in some things 
that were not there and get out some things that 
were there; for, as it then stood, lie said, it had no 
more to do with the affairs of the American govern- 
ment and people than a chapter in the Koran. Mr. 


W e b s t e r suggested to General H a r r i s o n that he 
should like to put In some things, and Gen­ 
eral 
H a r r i s o n rather reluctantly consented to 
let him take it. Mr. W ebster spent a portion of the 
next day In modifying the inaugural. Mrs. Sea­ 


t o n remarked to him, when he came home rather 
late that day, that he looked fatigued and worried; 
bindle replied that he was sorry that she had waited 
dinner for him. 
“ •That is of no consequence at all, Mr. Webster,’ 
she said; 'but i am sorry to see you looking so wor­ 
ried and tired. I hope nothing has gone wrong. I 
really hope nothing has happened.* 
“ ‘You would think that something had happened,’ 
be replied, ‘if you knew what I have done. I hate 
killed tereiitsen Hom an p roconsulJ as dead as sm elts, 
every oue of them I’ ” 
Mr. H a r v e y enjoyed a personal acquaint­ 
ance w ith W e b s te r , and therefore L e is 
better authority than Mr. C la r k s o n . But 
H a r r is o n ’s inaugural address itself is tho 
strongest evidence of the tru th of the story. 
O ur New York contem porary has m ade a 
careful analysis of it, anil fin is th at itonens 
w ith a Roman consul in the ninth line, cites 
a "virtuous and indignant Homan” in tile 
fifteenth, introduces another Homan citizen 
in the sixth paragraph, and then at easy 
intervals rings in J u liu s C .k sar. C aiu s Oc­ 
ta v iu s , M a rcu s A n to n iu b , J u n iu s B ru ­ 
tu s, M e t tiu s C u r tic s (who is spoken of as 
if he were two persons). P u b liu s D e ciu s 
Mug, and his son, P u b liu s D e c iu s M us, J r ., 
L u ciu s C a m illu s, and all of the score or 
two dozen of B a n o s from P u b liu s C o r­ 
n e liu s down to C n eiu s C o r n e liu s H is- 
FA LLL'8, 
And besides the distinguished com pany of 
Romans thus m entioned by nam e, President 
H a r r is o n ’s Inaugural contained a mass of 
less direct references to Roman citizens and 
Homan politic*. The num ber of Homans 
whom W e b s te r , in his work of editing the 
inaugural, allowed to live, is the strongest 
proof th at he m ust have m assacred at 
least 17. 
And another significant fact is th at in the 
whole inaugural address, as now on record, 
there is not a proconsul spoken of as 
a 
proconsul; 
not 
one. 
W herever the 
god-like D a n ie l saw a proconsul’s head 
rising up through th e m ass of m anuscript 
he sm ote it with his blue pencil and the pro­ 
consul bit the dust. He allowed the simple 
Roman citizen to live, and even spared a 
Roman em peror or two, but he had au un­ 
reasoning prejudice against proconsuls; and 
not a proconsul of them all rem ains to tell 
the tale of slaughter. 
Although General 
W illia m H e n r y H a r r iso n to the day of 
bis death cherished bitter feelings towards 
W f b s t e r for the m assacre of his innocents. 
it is easy to see. a t this distance, th a t the 
M assachusetts statesm an saved the sim ple­ 
m inded old man a deal of irreverent m irth 
th at would 
have been excited had his 
cherished proconsuls been suffered to live. 
The-m oral is obvious. General B en ja m in 


The biti to organize a new Territory, to be 
called O klahom a, em bracing practically 
Hie western half of the Indian Territory, 
has passed tho House of Representatives 
and gone to tho .Senate. It lias been there 
referred to the com m ittee on Territories, 
which has returned two reports—a m ajority 
report signed by seven m einlters of the 
com m ittee, favoring the passage of the 
hill, and a m inority report signed by two 
members, opposing it. 
Indian T erritory com prises betw een 64,- 
000 and 65,000 square miles, being ex­ 
ceeded rn extent by only a few of the 
States. Its inhabitants are Indians to the 
num ber of about 60,( 00 or 70.000, living 
alm ost entirely in the eastern half of the 
Territory. The western half, covered by 
this bill, is occupied alm ost exclusively by 
a few ranchm en and cattle syndicates, 
whose cattle find pasturage there. This 
part of the T erritory is nearly all arable 
land, splendidly w atered, and equal in 
fertility to the best parts of Kansas and 
Texas. If opened for settlem ent it will 
afford hom es to thousands of people who 
are im patiently aw aiting its opening. 
Lying as it does, between Kansas, Texas. 
Arkansas, Missouri and Now Mexico, and 
bcingunorganized.it offers a place of ref­ 
uge for crim inals and ruffians from all those 
States, and cr,m o goes unpunished. The 
pending bill protecls tho Indians by pro­ 
visions which require tho consent of tho 
various tribes before it takes effect as to 
the portions allotted, thus recognizing their 
treaty rights. 
It also provides for pay­ 
m ent to them for the lands at a price to be 
fixed by a commission appointed by tile 
governm ent, 
the 
m axim um 
lim it 
being 
fixed 
at 
$1.25 
per 
acre, 
the price 
asked 
by 
tile 
governm ent 
for its own lands. T heir rights are still 
further protected by the provision th at tho 
lands cannot be entered upon until tho 
agreem ents w ith the Indians required by 
the bill have 
been concluded and subm it 
ted to the President, who shall then issue a 
proclam ation opening tho T erritory to set­ 
tlem ent. The bill further provides agaiust 
the land falling into tho hands of specu­ 
lators and syndicates by lim iting tho quan­ 
tity to be acquired to 160 acres to each set­ 
tler, who m ust bo the head of a family or 
over 21 years of age, sud three years’ per­ 
sonal aud continuous residence is required 
to obtain a title. 
It thus plainly appears th a t the interests 
of the public re m ire tho settlem ent of 
these lauds and their cultivation, th at tho 
rights of tho Indians are recognized and 
protected, lh a t tho House of R epresenta­ 
tives has already passed the bill and th a t 
seven out of nine of the Senate com m ittee 
on Territories have reported in its favor. 
W hat is the interest then th a t opposes it? 
N othing hut the cattle interest, which, to 
secure cheap pasturage, is willing to keep 
it in a state of savagery indefinitely. The 
bill ought to lie passed by the Senate at 
once, and as it stands, Only a few days re­ 
m ain for action, and the effect of discussion 
or delay will be to throw it over to another 
session of Congress and leave the T erritory 
in its present condition indefinitely. 


CHARITY 
AT WHOLESALE. 
Tho New York Sun calls attention to some 
startling facts revealed by the report of tne 
New York State hoard of charities. 
Hero are a few statistics: Value of prop­ 
erty iii New York Stato devoted to char­ 
itable, correctionary and reform atory uses. 
$54,000,000. of which $90,500,000 is held 
bv incorporated 
benevolent institutions. 
N um ber of persons receiving charity, 500,- 
000. or one-twelfth of tho population. Sal­ 
aries of officers of charitable institutions. 
$1,800,000. 
Total am ount expended by 
organized charity in the State for the year, 
$54,000,000. 
And even these vast sum s are probably 
sm all compared w ith tho enorm ous volum e 
of private charity th a t goes unrecorded. 
The Sun says, in alarm , th a t "the ex­ 
travagance of charity is appalling, and it is 
steadily increasing.” 
And these facts are brought out by a high- 
protection journal! We have had high pro­ 
tection for 25 years, and this is how it has 
m ade the people prosperous! 


THE 
BASIS 
OF SUFFRAGE. 


Mr. J o h n C. R o p es is an able and busy 
law yer of this town, who has m ade a m ark 
in literature by the publication of a book 
on "Tho Army U nder Pope” and another 
on "T he First Napoleon, ’ and who lias 
also spared tim e enough from His profes­ 
sional duties to w rite a num ber of extrem ely 
readable m agazine articles on such subjects 
as "The Portraits of Julius C asar.” lie is 
the latest antagonist whom the wom an 
suffragists of this S tate have had to m eet. 
l u c y S to n e , in T h e S u n d a y G lo b e yes­ 
terday, said th at his argum ent is ‘ the 
single one now urged w ith any force.” 
Therefore it is im portant for those who wish 
women to have the ballot to show th a t it is 
not a good argum ent. 
W hat Mr. R opes said is thus sum m ed up: 
Politics is a branch of business of actual a (liars, of 
dollars and cents. Women are without practical 
business experience. Women are segregated from 
men by their circumstances, separated from them 
and from affairs by their domestic relations. A 
large majority of them are not engaged in any 
branch of business or individual occupation. A sa 
matter of personal fitness, therefore, they are not 
qualiiied to discriminate wisely between candidates, 
or to decide intelligently on public policy. 
It seem s to us th a t this argum ent proves 
too m uch for those who would deny to a d 
women equal rights with m en before the 
law. It m akes business, or occupation, and 
not m anhood, wom anhood or citizenship, 
th e basis of voting. But Mr. R op es would 
hardly adm it the consequences th a t result 
from taking business or occupation as tho 
basis of suffrage. There are large num bers 
of gentlem en of leisure, m en who never had 
any business or occupation, and who never 
earned a dollar in their lives. W ould Mr. 
R op es like to see them disfranchised? 
On the other hand there are, in this city 
alone, m any thousands of women who have 
business and occupation, who are compelled 
to earn th eir living by hard and educating 
contact w ith the business world. W ill Mr. 
H opes adm it th a t they should have the 
ballot? 
*If not, will he explain why th e young 
salesm an, standing a t the cdhnter of a dry 
goods store, has a m ore educating business 
experience than the girl who stands beside 
him and (loos the sam e sort of work? Or 
why the m an who runs a pegging m achine 
iii a factory has an occupation better fitting 
him to vote than the wom an who runs a 
binding m achine in the sam e room? 
It will not do to say th a t women should 
not have the ballot because a m ajority of 
them have no occupation. A m ajority of 
them work harder than men. And even if 
only a m inority of them are engaged in 
occupations w hich fit them for voting, w hat 
justice is there in w ithholding the ballot 
from th a t m inority? 
There is only one just oasis for suffrage, 
and th at is m anhood or womanhood. No just 


reason has ever been presented why the 
poll tax should not be repealed and the 
suffrage throw n open freely to both sexes. 


SAMPLE PROTECTION. 


Connecticut is a typical mnnnfactnHng commun­ 
ity. There, if anywhere, the reunite of a quarter of ,-v 
century of a protective tariff can be tested.—[Boston 
Journal. 
Yes? By th e way. tho recent report of 
th e com m issioner of stat istics in th a t Stato 
show s th at the w oollen m anufacturing in ­ 
dustry lost m oney last year. 
W hy not give the Connecticut woollen 
m anufacturers the benefit of free wool, for 
a change ? 
lf C l e v e l a n d had been re-elected the 
m anufacturers could have had free wool 
this year. W hen they have it. as they will 
sooner or later, they m ay be better able to 
m ake both ends meet. 


EDITORIAL POINTS. 
T here s going to be a short crop of apples 
this year, according to th e bucolic reports. 
But tim M assachusetts farm er is m ore in­ 
terested in th a t constitutional am endm ent. 
If it passes he m ust either let his windfalls 
rot on the ground or else run th e risk of 
getting into a scrape.

The agriculturists are really h a v in g a 
hard tim e. F irst the Federal tariff taxca 
them on everything they buy, for th e ben­ 
efit of monopoly. Then the S tate and the 
county and the town unite in taxing them 
to the last dollar on th eir barns and houses 
and cattle and crons, while the city ow ner 
of valuable com er lots gets off w ith a n om i­ 
nal rate of taxation.

lege of m aking cider!

Great Work of Secretary of the Navy 
W hitney—Gun* and Vessel* no Longer 
Built Abroad—Plants in This Country. 
BtLTiMORK, Feb. 24.—The Sun, review ­ 
ing Mr. W hitney’* work as secretary of the 
n a v y .says: 
Tho first step taken by Mr. W hitney in 
paving tile way for the reconstruction of 
tho navy was tho establishm ent of a plan 
for m aking of arm or for w ar vessels and 
tho forgings for high-powered gun*. He 
found the United States dependent upon 
other countrios for these widely essential 
requisites of a m odern navy. 
Mr. W hitney decided th a t it was indis­ 
pensable first of all to provide the m eans of 
m aking a vessel w ith guns com plete 
To 
do this it was necessary to create a new in­ 
dustry. and as 
tho am ount of capital 
re mired was very largo it was idle to hope 
th at private enterprise would undertake it 
unless assured of a substantial return from 
the governm ent 
Mr. W hitney at once discontinued tile 
purchases of arm or and gun steel abroad, 
ai d tile am ounts appropriated for such 
purchases were allowed to accum ulate 
until 
quell 
a 
sum 
was 
in 
band 
as 
would 
justify 
m anufacturers 
in 
com pet ng for a contract. 
Tile result 
w as that, an arrangem ent was affected 
with tho B ethlehem Iron Company, one of 
th e largest 
steel m anufactories in tho 
c untry, by which the governm ent is as­ 
sured w ithin two and one-half years from 
Ju n e I, I sis 7. tho United States will pos­ 
sess "a plant e mal to ami probably tho su­ 
perior of any in tho world tor the produc­ 
tion of arm or and the forgings for high 
powered guns.” 
Tile work of supplying th e navy w ith 
weful ironclads has been fairly corn­ 
uted w ith tho construct on of the Maine 
at New \ ork. on which substantial progress 
has been m ade, and the forethought of Sec­ 
retary W hitney in securing an adequate 
plant and in stim ulating coni petition am ong 
the steel m anufacturers, will 
m ake its 
fu rth er prosecution com paratively easy for 
Iris successors. 
However powerful a man-of-war m ay he, 
it would houseless w ithout effective guns. 
and a largo portion of the secretary’s tim e 
and unto gy nos been consum ed in tho effort 
to supply new vessels w ith modern long 
range cannon. A fter m uch delay and w ith 
great difficulty a n ant was established at 
tise W ashington Navy Yard, and guns are 
boing m anufactured as rapidly as possible. 
T hose results, involving the expenditure 
of enorm ous sum* of money, have been ac­ 
com plished w ithout the slightest breath of 
scandal or suspicion of favoritism a tact in 
itself indicative th at the great change of 
w hich has be n w rought in the adm inistra­ 
tion of Hie Navy D epartm ent,

L ast end M olt B rillian t Cleveland Kocejs 
tio n —The P resident Gay and U nusu­ 
ally Cordial in M anner. 
W a shixgton, Fob. 
21.—President and 
Mrs. Cleve’and’s last reception was w ithout 
exception th e m ost brilliant of the w inter's 
series. Such a tu rn u t of the citizen- of 
this district, as well as strangers from dis­ 
tan t parts of th e countiy, lias never been 
surpassed in W hite House annals. 
The evening was soft and pleasant. The 
ex ecu tiv e mansion, w ith lig h t pouring from 
every w indow aud tho conservatories bright 
and 
dashing, 
m ade a 
glow in g Picture 
against the sombre background of the dark 
night. 
Tho m ansion was even m ore handsom ely 
decorated w ith flowers than for any of the 
previous entertainm ents of the season. The 
east room and blue parlor, were rich p at­ 
te r n s of flowers and plains. All the m an­ 
tels were banked w ith cut flowers, 
The crowd of people reached far beyond 
the outer gates an hour before tho recep­ 
tion began.

Home Rulers Profess Delight 
at Pigott’s Evidenca 


Germany U Send Hare War Ships to 


Samoa— French Programme. 


Notes Gathered from All Parts of the 


Old World. 


L ondon. Fob. 23.“-W h a t use we shall 
m ake of the extraordinary tu rn m atters 
are taking in our affairs is now th e ques; ion 
chieffv agitating us. The com plete expos­ 
ure of the P igott fraud is m ade m ore im ­ 
portant by occurring sim ultaneously w ith 
the great uprising of indignation against 
the prison treatm en t of O’Brien and others. 
Many feel th a t we have tho governm ent 
now in a worse position th an we are ever 
likely to have again. The Tories them - 
•elves confess th a t things aro going desper­ 
ately against them . T heir conversation and 
looks betray the deepest dejection. 
The governm ent have m ade the Pigott 
break-dow n a m inisterial defeat by the 
stupid identification of th eir canso w ith 
the Times, through allow ing th e attorney 
general to conduct th e case an d placing all 
police am t oth er officials in Ireland at th e 
disposal of tho Times. The Tories now 
com plain th a t W ebster dragged them into 
this morass by th e statem ent of his personal 
beliet in the au thenticity of the letters. 
Tile Tim es seeks to evade the ditficultvbv 
m aking M anager MacDonald resign. W al­ 
ter is reported to iiave lied to the south of 
France, and a circular is published today 
in tho S tar, in which Beanies announces 
th at the Tim es shareholders are unable to 
get tho usual dividend this year, owing to 
tim hugeness of the expense. 
Iii the face of this universal panic am ong 
enem ies and the unbroken series of suc­ 
cesses by elections, there is a strong feeling 
am ong lib e ra ls in forcing an im m ediate 
appeal to tho country. G ladstone was fil­ 
ii .riued of this feeling upon his arrival in 
London by Profess^ r S tuart. The grand old 
m an was greatly struck w ith the progress 
OI tho m ovem ent. 
Tho victories a t th e by-elections and 
tho open declaration of Joseph Cham ber­ 
lain’s deto ruination to keep him out of 
power for the rest of his n atu ral life roused 
the old m an to Ins fierce fight ng form. 
John Morley had caught tho enthusiasm 
and favored th e attem pt to force a dissolu­ 
tion. Tho am endm ent he proposes for Mon­ 
day originally contained a clause dem and­ 
ing im m ediate dissolution, and th u s m atters 
stood last W ednesday night. 
Next day G ladstone was captured by th e 
peers and th e m ore cautious section of his 
colleagues, am t rather drew tack . “If I 
once utter th e word ■dissolution’.’ Gladstone 
said to a friend. "I can never recede, aud 
m ust go on to th e end.” 
De recoiled for 
the m om ent from an enterprise th at looked 
to bo so desperate. 
The m ore cautious Liberals m ake two ob­ 
jections: First, th e power of the govern­ 
m ent under th e new rules to stop a debate 
pud 
thus 
enable 
them to put down 
any 
internet 
to 
force 
a 
dissolution: 
.secondly, 
th at 
in 
the 
event 
of 
the 
country 
not 
being 
sufficiently 
w ell-educateu on tho Irish question as lo 
give G ladstone such an 
overw helm ing 
m a ority as to enable him to carry home 
rule 
against 
tho 
opposition 
of 
tho 
House 
of 
Lords. 
Curiously 
enough 
Mr. 
Parnell, who is 
cautious as well 
as bold, favors tho latter view, and iii 
an interview w ith m e last nig h t he thus 
sum m ed uo the situation: 
W hat we have to do is to get back th at 
section of th e Liberals who refused to vote 
for hom e rule in load. 
We are not try ­ 
ing to get Tories, 
for th a t is 
impos­ 
sible. 
Ail 
tho 
by-elections 
point 
to 
a gradual retu rn of these waverers, and 
w hen we have them all we can go confi­ 
dently to the country, tu t th a t I th in k will 
take at lea^t a couple of years. T h at is the 
way m atters stand a t present.” 
The commission ta as m uch in our favor 
now as it eau ever b again. T he popularity 
of Mr. l ’arnell is extraordinary and very 
characteristic of th e English people, who 
are always subject to a great revulsion of 
leoling. more especially in favor of m en 
whom they have unjustly attacked. Mr. 
Parnell is now forced to go o u t of court by 
the back way to escape tho m ultitude of 
people who w ait outside to give him a re­ 
ception. 
There is a strong desire to tak e the gov­ 
ernm ent a t its present disadvantage, and 
change their check into a com plete and 
disastrous ro u t; but there is an apprehen­ 
sion 
th a t 
any 
extrem e 
violence 
in 
P arliam ent m ight provoke th e quiet peoolo 
now com ing 
to 
our side, and 
m ight 
give us not an overw helm ing but a mod­ 
erato victory. Tho next week will develop 
th e result of th is conflict between two cal­ 
culations. This m uch, however, is certain, 
we shall have fiercer attack s of the govern­ 
m ent th an at any previous tim e a n d a 
storm ier session.

I have consented to take part in a confer­ 
ence w ith G erm any and America, at Ber­ 
lin, neon th e Samoan question. 
I his will 
be a continuation of the conference recently 
held in W ashington on the same subject. 
Gentlem en of th e House of Commons— 
T he unceasing expenditures, upcqg w arlike 


preparations, incurred by other European 
nations, has rendered necessary an increase 
in the precautions hitherto taken for the 
safety of our shores and commerce. Tho 
counsels bv which other powers are guided, 
aud which Siam so of their vast forces, are 
a t present uniform ly friendly to England, 
but I have no rig h t to assum e th at this con­ 
dition is neressariiy secure from the possi­ 
bility of change. 
My Lords and G entlem en-S om e portions 
of the bill presented in 1838 for am ending 
local governm ent in E ngland and Wales 
were laid aside, owing to pressure upon tho 
tim e of Parliam ent.

R e v ie w of D iv o rce L egislation in N ew 
Kn&rlnml S tate* . 
Washington, Feb. 20.—The following in­ 
teresting figures relating to m arriage and 
divorce in .Suffolk county are obtained 
from Com m issioner Carroll 
D. W right's 
m arriage and divorce report, transm itted to 
Congress today: 
In 1870 the estim ated num ber of m arried 
couples was 51,181, and iii 1880, 73,318; 
the figures for the .State outside of the 
county for the years m entioned being re­ 
spectively 203,084 and 275.439. and for the 
entire State, 275,439 and 337,003. 
Iii 1870 113 divorces were granted in the 
county, and 150 in 1880: for th e S tate out­ 
side of the county the figures were respec­ 
tively 291 and 439, aud for the whole State 
404 and 595- 
From these figures Colonel W right m akes 
up an extrem ely interesting table, viz., the 
estim ated num ber of m arried couples to 
one divorce: In tho county in 1870 one 
divorce had to go round am ong 452 couples, 
but in 1880 oho decree was sufficient for 
•ton people. 
In 18 70 the figures for tho 
State, outside of the county, were 770, and 
in 1880. OOO. w hile for tho whole State 
they were respectively 081 and 500. 
From this i: will be seen th a t the m ar­ 
riage relation is held less sacred iii Suffolk 
county, which is practically Boston, than in 
tho rest of the State, but this state of things 
is found to e x is t'n all other States and in 
Europe as well. It is tho general experience 
th at more 
D o m e s t i c U n h a p p i n e s s 
exists iii tho populous cities than in the 
rural com m unities. 
Another aud equally as interesting table is 
the table of increases in percentages both 
iii the num ber of 
m arried couples arid 
divorces from 1870 to 1880. 
Iii the county 
the num ber of m arried couples increased 
43.2 per cent.; in the State outside the 
county, 17.5, and in the entire State. 22,3. 
The 
divorces 
in the county 
show an 
increase of 
38 per c e n t.: in th e State 
outside tho county, 60.8, and in the whole 
State. 47.2, so th a t it will be seen divorces 
have kept fair pace w ith th e increase in 
population and m arriages. 
Colonel W right devotes a chapter to the 
influence of legislation on the frequency of 
divorces, and he comes to the conclusion 
th at the ease w ith which the conjugal tie 
can be sundered has a great deal to do w ith 
the num ber of divorces. 
He reviews the divorce legislation in the 
six New E ngland States as follows; 
C on n ecticut. 
This S tate shows a decrease on the whole 
in divorces daring the 20 years. This de­ 
cline takes place practically since 1878, in 
w hich year by act approved M arch 27 the 
old divorce law’ perm itting divorces for 
“any such m isconduct as perm anently de­ 
stroys the happiness of the petitioner and 
defeats the purposes of th e m arriage rela­ 
tions” was repealed. W hile the decrease in 
this State has not lieen very great, it is suf­ 
ficient to show the influence of the law 
referred ta 
Maine. 
This S tate shows a positive decline in the 
num ber of divorces from tho first part of 
our period to the latter/ru n n in g from 408, 
in 18 >7. down to 374, in 1880. 
There was 
a gradual grow th from the first year up to 
1882, the largest num ber being 600, in 
1880. In 1883 it dropped suddenly to 373. 
and in 1884 the num ber was only 244, 
w hile in 1885 it rose to 332. and in 1880 to 
374. one more th an the num ber given for 
1883. 
Prior to 1883 the laws of Maine provided 
th a t a divorce from the bonds of m atri­ 
mony m ight be decreed by any justice of 
the Suprem e Court “when in the exercise 
of a sound discretion he deems it reason­ 
able and proper, conducive to dom estic 
harm ony and consistent w ith the peace and 
m orality of the State, if th e parties were 
m arried in this S tate or cohabited here 
afterm arriage." The revision of 1871 pro­ 
vided further “or the libellant resided bere 
w en the cause of divorce accepted, or had 
resided here iu go d faith one year prior to 
the com m encem ent of proceedings.’’ U nder 
the law either party could m arry again. 
By an act approved M arch 3, 1883, the 
law was am ended so as to define the par- 
ticnbyr causes for which decree could be 
issued, and 
prohibiting "the 
party on 
vzliose petition the divorce is granted from 
m arrying again w ithin 
tw o years alter 
final decree, w ithout the consent of the 
court.” 
and providing th a t 
the 
party 
against whom a decree is issued shall not 
m arry again after two years w ithout the 
consent of the court. 
These restrictions would only account for 
the change in the line after 1882. 
Massachusetts. 
The num ber of divorces granted in this 
State in 1867 was- 318: in 1880, 665, w hile 
iii each of the three years previous the 
num ber was m uch larger, 631 in 1883. 649 
in 1884.023 in 1886. 
Nothing in th e legislation of the State 


would seem to indicate an influence suffi­ 
cient to raise tho divorce rate, the progress 
showing the rate is vari tbio, being high one 
year and low another, as in 1874 the rato 
being higher titan in 1886. 
Probably the 
large num ber iii 1874 was due to a change 
in the law of 1873, relative to the term for 
which desertion m ust have occurred, which 
was reduced from five to three years, and 
afterw ards in 1k75 increased th five again. 
The percentage of increase in divorces is 
m uch greater than th a t oi the population. 
N ow H a m p s h ir e . 
W hile the population of this State shows 
but slight increase from decade to decade, 
the m ovem ent of divorces shows an increase 
from ISO steadily on through the years to 
381 in 1880, but there seem to be no very 
striking curves iii the line, excepting, 
maybe, between 1879 and I SHO. 
N othiuing in the legislation of tho S tate 
appears to have caused this change. 
Hie 
tendency of later legislation in this S tate 
seems rather to restrict than to extend tho 
facilities for securing divorce. 
R h o d e Isla n d . 
Tho divorce lino for this S tate shows no 
m arked curvature which would scorn to im ­ 
ply any specific cause arising from legisla­ 
tion. lier docs an exam ination of the statute 
books offer any such causes. The move­ 
m ent has been steady during the whole 
period. 
Verm ont. 
This is one of the three States. M aine 
and Connecticut being the others, showing 
an actual decrease in her divorce into 
during the 20 rears of investigation, and 
this decrease. Colonel W right thinks, is 
doubtless duo to the rigid divorce laws of 
tho State. 


TWELVE THOUSAND HAILS A MINUTE. 


R em arkable Invention of a H averhill 
M an—S trip of M etal Goes Between 
R ollers Faced w ith Cog-Like Dies. 
H a v e r h ill. Fob. 24.—A local inventor 
has perfected and patented a m achine for 
m aking nails which is trulv a m arvel. It is 
said that the trial m achine, full size, not a 
model, worked to perfection th e first tim e 
the belt was run on. O rdinary m achines 
npw iu use, which operate in Hie same 
milliner as a pair of sht ars. m akes 250 nails 
per m inute, and compound m achines, ccn- 
sistiiu of several sets of shears w orking iii 
w hat is called a vibrator, are able to turn 
out 1250 nails per m inute. B ut this new 
m achine, incredible alm ost as it may seem, 
m akes at half speed 12,090 nails per m in­ 
ute, or throe tons iii a day of IO hours. 
Tile process is of the sim plest description. 
Instead of having separate shcav-liite cut 
tors through w hich to feed the strips, the 
cutters consist of sm all tem pered steel dies, 
im bedded in tw o narrow cylindrical rol cis, 
which have m uch the appearance of cog 
wheels, with dim inutive cogs. 
Between 
these rolls tho strip of m eta! is fed, and tho 
dies or cogs ca t th e nails. 
W ith this feature alone tho 
m achine 
would be im pra ticaolc, but by another 
neatly-avraneod contrivance tho operation 
is m ade perfect. This consists of the method 
of clearing the dies or cutters of nails, which 
is accom plished by m ovable st cl teeth, 
placed between tho cogs. Those are fore d 
tow ards 
the 
centre 
of 
the 
cylinder, 
at 
tho 
point 
ot 
contact 
w ith 
the 
dies and the plank, where tho cutting 
takes pltice, hut iii the course OI tho revolu 
tiou come iii contact with a steel shaft 
which pushes them upwards, fore n r the 
nails from between tho cutters, when they 
drop into a spout or conductor. 
In techni­ 
cal language this arrangem ent would be 
called a series of autom atic clearers acting 
on a fixed cam. The dies are adaptable to 
the cutting of all kinds of w ire nails with 
points and heads complete, but the one now 
iii operation m akes only heel nails. 
Tho 
capability of the m achine to do such rapid 
work is due to tho fact th at the cu t­ 
ting is done by m eans of a continuous 
rotary motion, and is entirely autom atic. 
I lie fram ew ork is made very solid, and is 
capable of standing a pressure of 200 tons, 
though the whole weighs but I Va tons. 
As 
the size of the cylinders and tho speed can 
bo increased alm ost indefinitely the lim it 
of production can hardly be com prehended. 
A nother feature is th at by m eans of a sin­ 
gle leverage system of inclined planes acted 
ou bv screws, tho cylinders can be adjusted 
in their relations to each other to the ten 
thousandth part of ail inch. Tho dies aro 
easily repla ’cable, and can be ground w ith­ 
out being rem oved from the cylinder. 
When the m achine was first show n to 
T ok. G lobe representative he declined to 
believe th at it was possible to m ake 12,000 
nails in a m inute, and was only convinced 
by seeing a strip of m etal three feet long 
chewed up into about 500 nails in a space 
of tim e as near two ami a half seconds as 
could be determ ined by a stop watch.

of t r i , Ute from ud-cial candidat s. Two c t 
three years ago I allowed my elf inageneral 
on versal ton at a public place to assert th a t 
I could not but hold it corrupt cm fo ra 
political party to assess a judge when he 
was nom inated. Thereupon, an ex-mavor 
of this city took me to task. and expressed 
ins astonishm ent th at I should be no w ant­ 
ing in worldly sense and reciprocal philan­ 
thropy. 
“W hy,” said he, “these judges are 
tV'oth'nic b u t l.aw y ei-s. 
As lawyers, m any of them cannot mako 
$4000 a year. W hy shouldn’t they pay an 
assessm ent if apolitical party offers them 
a place on th e bench at SI2.000 a year sal­ 
ary. and to hold the place for IO years? 
T here you have $120,001).

J saw th at the people avo end the table 
entirel agreed with the ex-mayor. Friends 
of mine present seemed a little asham ed of 
me. that I stood up for the idea th at judges 
in courts of justice were som ething above 
politicians. 
The ex-m ayor went on to give instances 
of very ordinary lawyers who by a few 
friends in politics had been brought to 
solvency and even suprem acy, so th at the 
United States governm ent got its eye upon 
them or they went upon the bench of 
appeals. He said th at they had all paid 
th eir assessments. 
‘T h e n ,” said I, “this is a scoundrelly city. 
and I am not su m iseu to I ear one of its 
m ayor s rebuke a man from the country 
who thinks th at a judge ought not to pay 
for his com m ission.”

D uring the late aqueduct 
scandals in this city. a young engineer, who 
has been in st-rviee for a good w bile around 
Boston and who had peen drawn, through 
hi* hereditary relations to the aqueduct, to

In a 
little while our friend was deprived of both 
his salary and his place, and consequently 
we h are been doing little elBe for the past 
tw o years b ut read ol outrages upon the 
taxpayers, com m itted by scrub eng peers in 
league w ith con tractors—th e piling of em pty 
cem ent barrel* by the hundred and tfiousand 
on the top of toe cylinder, which should 
have been set hard as the eternal rocks. No 
im pression has been m ade in any direction 
by there exposures.

The churches of 
Hall aud Sexton are not excelled anyw here 
for vigor aud public sp irit T here is a dif­ 
ference bet ween the Episcopal organization 
and service, and the Calvinistic, which is 
liable to last a long tim e. The C ahinistic 
churches 
are 
little 
dem ocracies: 
the 
Episcopal 
churches 
are 
little 
re­ 
publics. 
The 
Calvinist 
run 
very 
strongly to education, missions and public 
m orals and tone. The Episcopa iaus have a 
sort of self-possession and fam ily arid social 
mastic. It is easier to be an Episcopalian in 
these days than alm ost anything else, One 
has merely to select a church, ren t a pew 
and be let alone. One goes to some other 
church, he is not iet alone, hut is invited to 
take part in some task or other leading to­ 
ward a public reform ation. T he idea of 
reiorm ation, which was the genius of Cal- 
viu;-m, though m uch modified, is still felt 
to be the central chord of the Calvinistic 
church. 
The architects of the present day have 
great opportunities, com pared to all who 
have preceded them in this country. Here 
is the tomb OI G rant yet to be built. The 
cathedral will probably absorb a good many 
in Ut ens of dollars before it is finished 
W hat a pity th at Richardson was not alive 
to give his character to this construction!

Utterly Frivolous, larking in All Ideals 


of a True Home Life. 


Need of a Champion to Take Up the 


Gauntlet for Our Girls. 


A w riter who discourses very en tertain ­ 
ingly in the last num ber of “Tho W om an’s 
| W orld.” concerning 'T h e Am erican Girl in 
F iction,” says th a t in studying this subject 
m any points of contrast to girl-life iii E ng­ 
land strkes one, but three of these force 
them selves on the attention w ith especial 
distinctness. They are. first, an am azing 
frivolity; second, tile w ant of anything like 
an ideal liom e-life; and third, the absence 
of due parental influence. 
< 'n the first point this w riter says: 
The frivolity of Am erican social life is 
not frivolity as we sober 
English tolk 
understand the word. 
We certainly know 
—or wo thought we knew, until we became 
acquainted with the details of Am erican 
life w uat frivolity m eans, but it a pears 
we have only a vague glim m ering of the 
w ord’s significance, o u r London season, and 
the car ero t the girl who goes through it 
participating in all its gayeties aud distrac­ 
tions. we have hitherto regarded as a toler- 
ab y c< m plete ideal ol frivolity. 
But this

m ere mill pond c m oared to the maelstrom 
of Am erican fashionable society, and the 
London g irl’s existence is stagnation co ti­ 
p i red to the career of file American belle. 
The l ondon season, as its nam e Implies, is 
the m att r of a s«as ti: when it is over, 
country life is resum ed, and a period of.

m ont I s in the year. Her "fun” over for the 
season the English girl goes to her country 
home. and there vegetates and takes a rest 
generally contented enough. But the Amer­ 
ican girl's fun is never over, and every sea­ 
son is a “season” to her iii the social sense. 
There is a town season which is evidently a 
whirl of festivities by night aud by day, a 
wild dream of alls and dinner parties, of 
supper parties and luncheon pariies, of th e ­ 
ta re-going ana driving, of trium phs and 
bouquets and beaux. Then there is an ex­ 
odus to some fashionable seaside or m oun­ 
tain re-ort, where 
T h e Kame B o u n d o f O a y e t l c i 
—w ith a few variations to suit season and 
locality -is resum ed a t a rate faster and 
more furious than ever. 
“F u n ” is not the 
mere affair of a few weeks to the American 
g ti, it is a m atter of all the year round; 
aud when she is not driving or picnicking 
w th her num erous m ale adm irers she is 
skating, or slei-thing, or yachting, or thea­ 
tre-going in their company. Nile takes her 
gayeties as a m atter of course she has no 
schem e of life apart from them . One of 
the prettiest and most pathetic scenes in 
Mrs. Hodgson B urnett’s “ i rough One Ad- 
intnistrat on” is that in which the her ino. 
B ertha, is made to declare lier naive terror 
at the m ere idea of not having “a good 
tim e” all her life long. 
M arting out w ith the above, which the 
author quoted has gravely decided is a 
truthful picture of an Aliter can g irl’s life 
: nu which she as gra\ ely presents in turn 
to her readers, she (toes on to speak of the 
sad lack of an ideal of home life under 
w Inch this satin* m uch discussed m aiden 
labors. We quote again ; 
H er life is w ithout the solid foundation of 
hom e pursuits and home cares. She no er 
fal s back upon home life, as the girl of 
European training can do. and does when 
social enjoym ent fails her. 
Our average 
English 
girl, 
once 
she 
tears 
herself 
away 
from 
Loudon, 
falls 
back 
into 
the 
routine 
of 
hom e 
fife 
w ith per­ 
fect ease, and often w ith real pleasure. 
She bas innutnera Ie oc< upsilons and re­ 
source-, apart from -ocial life ; they m ay be 
trivial, but at least they occupy lier mind, 
and m ake her contented and happy. She 
has tier music, her work, and her books: 
he has her ga den, and often a whole 
m enagerie of pets. 
A sense of the m inor 
responsibi Hies of life is impressed upon 
her when slie is 
tine young, and she is 
early tau g h t that youth, like property, b a­ 
its duties , as well as its rights- < uties to­ 
wards others. duties especial I towards the 
poor, for whom, at a very early age, she be­ 
gins to 
Atake F la n n e l P e ttic o a ts an d C om ­ 
fo rte r*. 
All this is good, and all this, apparently, 
the Am erican girl lacks (!!) 
Arising out of this deficiency in hom e life, 
a part of it in fact, is the sim ilar deficiency 
in respect to parental control, which is the 
third point m ade against us. In Europe the 
parent has still a certain assured postio n ; 
he has dignity, lie has authority, he has in­ 
fluence, fie bus the right to offer advice to 
his children, and occasionally the power to 
enforce it; 
he can generally 
claim to 
be 
consulted 
iii 
the r 
affairs, 
and 
there 
is 
still, 
to 
put 
it 
m ildly, 
distinct 
prejudice 
in 
favor 
of 
the supposition that, aff a parent, he is a 
person of im portance iii his own family. 
B ut in America they seem to have changed 
all that, aud there, to say the least of it, the 
parent occupies a position of extrem e intdg- 
mficance. “The American m other,” we are 
som ewhere told, "w ho rem ains in the room 
where her daughter is receiving com patly is 
an oddity.” She retires, apparently as a 
m atter of course, th at her daughter aud hor 
daughter’s m enus (generally of the m ale 
sex; m av en oy them selves iu their own 
w ay; and a sim ilar m eekness appears to 
characterize all the actions of Am erican 
parents in all classes of society. 
A fter these last statem ents we are not sur­ 
prised at th a t which lollows a little farther 
on: 
“ T h e ‘ Daisy M il'e r’ of H e n ry Ja m es 
is perhaps th e novel in which the general 
peculiar ties of Am erican 
girlhood 
are 
brought into m ost startling relief.” 
H um ph! We thought so! May the Lord 
forgive Henry Jam es for w riting th at book, 
for certain it is th at Am erican girls never 
will. 
Now, how m uch tru th is there in all this? 
T here are no doubt some Am erican girls 
who lead th e life w hich is described in the 
first paragraph quoted above, and for them 
tile picture is not ov ruraw n perhaps. B ut 
every Am erican knows th at this class is not 
a large one. Suppose we grant th at all tho 
girls belonging to the fam ous 4 0 of New 
York, and to the elect and select four h u n ­ 
dred of all other of our large citios do live 
iii tile way our critic sets forth. G rant all 
those, which s far more than tru th would 
allow arid we have still but a sm all num ­ 
ber. only a mere handful com pared with 
the total num erousness of our American 
girls. 
Itis m anife tly unfair and m islead­ 
ing to choose a sm all class as the exam ple 
on which to base general statem ents like 
the above. One m ight saw w ith equal fair­ 
ness th a t American girls nip snuff, or th at 
they chew gum . or th at they wear num ber 
■five boots, as to say th a t American girls live 
the gay life described. 
Facts and figures 
would support one statem ent as well as the 
oilier. 
Moreover, beside 
being com paratively 
sm all in num bers, the class described is not, 
properly speaking, the typical class. It lies 
at one extrem e of our social life, tho other 
extrem e of which m ight be represented bv 
those who have “all work and no play,” and 
at neither extrem e should one look for the 
really typical Am erican girl. 
W ith us. as 
w ith all other people and classes of beings 
or objects, the type is not at one extrem e or 
the other, hut lies between tile two in the 
m ean which represents the average of rhar- 
acteristic*. It need not be stated for A m er­ 
ican readers th a t the paragraph quoted is 
as far as possible from boiug a picture of the 
average g ri’s life w ith us. 
The Am erican girl herself, as she evi­ 
dently exists iii the m ind of the w riter 
quoted, is neither fish, * esh nor fowl, a being 
no one ever saw in real life, who is as m uch 
like our free-born m aidens as 
A Mermaid*!* L ike a Fish 
or a woman. 
W ith the ignorance, bad m anners and vul­ 
garity of a Daisy Miller, this m ythical 
being is supposed to revel also in all the so­ 
cial environm ent aud opportunities which 
only birth, brooding, education and refine­ 
m ent can com m and. Our "hest people” are 
as careful to see th a t their daughters are 
properly chaperoned as the English them ­ 
selves: am i the moth* r who did leave tho 
room when lier daughter's friends called 
would be ‘the oddity.” On the other hand. 
m ere w ealth cannot do everything, nor go 
everyw here, even in America. 
These im pressions of Am erican girls. 
th eir life an I their m anners, have been 
draw n, it is claim ed, from A m erican novels, 
and Howells, darn s and E dgar Faw cett are 
quoted. These authors have m uch to answer 
for aud the burden of it should lie heavy on 
their consciences. 
W hat international com ­ 
plications, and even wars, have arisen from 
m isconceptions of national character and 
aims. 
dam es has sinned past forgiveness in this 
line: Faw cett we are not particularly inter­ 
ested in; but Howells, our own Howells, we 
m ust confess th a t seems quite different. 
We yearn to se6 him putge him self of his 
past errors, and tu rn his pocket m agnify­ 
ing glass on a ' real nice” Am erican pirl. 
one which we m ight hold up proudly to our 
enem ies and critics as Ute typi al daughter 
of America found at last and done to the 
lite. We w ant a story of the American girl 
who goes to W ellesley or Sm ith or the 
Annex, who is really "strong”-miiided and 


not a crank; who returns hom e to be 
the helper of her m other, the delight of her 
father, the sym pathizing friend and guide 
of brothers and sisters, the beloved com ­ 
panion of friends of both sexes; who enjoys 
social life; who lends a hand in all church 
and charitable and philanthropic w ork; 
who reads and thinks aud studies; who 
m arries and becomes the queen of some 
other household iii due tim e, or else chooses 
Rome other vocation in life in which she 
does good work developing herself, helping 
others m aking tho world a little better and 
brighter becaus" she has been in it. 
You know er? Of course you do! She 
lives just around the corner or in the next 
house; we all know her and love her. and 
are proud or her, too—our typical Am erican 
girl.

BOURNE ON A TIDAL WAVE. 


Thrilling Incident in the Danish Islands 
—An American M an-of-War Swept 
Up the Main Street of a Town. 


P r o v in c e t o w n , Fob. 22 .—Provincetown, 
situated on the extrem e end of Capo Cod, 
and containing about 6000 inhabitants, is 
the largest town in M assachusetts, if not in 
the United States, where the people are 
wholly dependent on the sea and its pro­ 
ducts for their sunport. It is not entirely a 
fishing village, for its m en and vessel: ave 
known the world over in the m erchant 
m arine, and one of it4 citizens holds a 
prom inent position in the U nited Ntates 
Navy, 
and 
num bers 
of 
its 
sailors 
have served 
in 
the 
navy 
there 
in 
different 
positions. 
It 
Is 
in 
a town 
like this th a t th e seoker after know ledge of 
th e sea who wishes to listen to tales of old 
ocean will he am ply rew arded by spending 
an hour or two in some ship chandlery 
store talking w ith the old .sailors who con­ 
gregate there. It was T h e G l o b e m an ’s 
good fortune to run afoul of one of those old 
citizens the other day, one who has "sailed 
the seas over" for m any a long year, but is 
now spending his days ashore. 
Jak e Mc l uck was born in Cape Breton 
and cam e to the Ntates at an early age. 
W hen asked if he had ever been ship­ 
wrecked he replied. “ Yes, I got tipped un 
by a tidal wave. In I m;/ I shipped in the 
United States navy, and was sent on board 
the sloop of w ar Monongahela. 
A e sailed 
in a few day* on a cruise am ong the West 
India islands, aud after cruising around a 
spell put into the harbor of St. Croix, on 
one of the J 'anisil islands, to look alter the 
inte ests of the Am ericans in th a t vicinity. 
"W hile we Were laying in th at port a 
heavy hurricane swept over the island lay­ 
ing everything fiat and playing sad havoc 
with theah ppingoff the port. The day after 
it was over our com m ander ordered steam 
up and we started on a cruise am ong the 
islands to render assistance to any vessels 
th at we should find th at had been wrecked 
in the big gale. A short distance out from 
p. rt we fell in w ith a large Nova Scotia 
bark dism asted aud S’nking. 
V\e put a 
crew on board who succeeded in freeing her 
of w a.er and fixing ber up. 
We then took 
her in tow for St. Croix, where we arrived 
in safety and saved both vessel and cargo. 
Ail the shipping at anchor 
S a l u t e d O u r S u c c ess. 
“The noxt day while we were laying 
quietly at anchor in port our old craft began 
to trem ble violently and then go down by 
the head. W e couldn’t im agine w hat was 
tim trouble. 
On 
looking 
towards 
the 
shore we 
saw 
some 
strange 
sights. 
Steeples 
were 
toppling 
over 
in 
all 
directions, 
roofs 
tum bling 
off, 
build­ 
ing- 
falling 
apart and 
everything 
in 
a s ta te of confu* on. The bo'sm pn ed ail 
hands on deck, and we went to work to 
m ako everything secure on deck. We got 
alt ail on her as the ship was laying w ith 
draw n fires, and slipped our chains w th tilt* 
intention of putting out to sea. Before we 
could get her about a huge wave over 0 
feet high cam e sweeping in trout the sea. 
I fled our vessel on its crest and sw ept 
us 
up 
into 
the 
heart ot 
the town. 
half a m ile from the shore. When it cam e 
rushing hack it picked us un again, carry­ 
ing us hack w ith it away out in the harbor 
more titan a m ile from the shore, leaving us 
aground so wa could walk around her. In 
a lew m inutes the wave cam e rushing back 
and picked us up again for another cruise 
inland, and when it receded left us stranded 
in th e m ain street of the town. W hen the 
wave cam e in th e second tim e our fir-t cu t­ 
ter with 12 m en, w h.ch had been lowered 
w th the intention of pulling ashore, was 
sw ept away and nothing was ever seen of 
boat or crew. 
"The harbor and shore presented a terrible 
appearance of wreck and d Baster. O' e 
lar_.e ship was sm ashed in pieces on the 
rocks at the w estern end of the harbor and 
was a total loss w ith all of her crew. The 
beach was lined With w reckage in every 
direction. 
W hen 
wo 
were 
boing 
sw ept into 
town 
for 
tile 
last 
tim e 
word 
was 
passed 
forward 
tor 
every 
m an to look out for him self and get to a 
place of safety. The w ater gradually sab- 
sided after the second wave, instead of g o 
mg back w ith a rush as it did the 
rst time. 
Two of the firem en and m yself got over the 
side w ith the intention of sw im m ing for the 
land and getting up into Ute m ountains, 
fearing that another wave m ight come and 
dash Hie ship in i ieoes, as she could not 
stand m any m ore such trios as we had been 
m aking through the town. 
All hands we re 
looking out for them selves, everyone inten t 
on getting to the hills. 
We Nueceedetl In G e ttin g 
in w here the w ater was w aist deep in the 
streets, and while w ading along past a 
house saw a m au in the uniform of a D an­ 
ish m ajor clinging to a door post, w ith his 
head just above the w ater, apparently dead. 
I told th e bovs th a t we ought to try and 
save him if there was any life left in 
him . Ile was nearly gone when we got 
hold of him , lait after a lot of hard work, 
wading and sw im m ing, we m anaged to get 
him on high ground near the fort, where 
we pum ped the w ater out of him and put 
him on his feet. 
’’lie was very profuse in his expressions 
of gratitude, m ade a big tim e and called for 
pen. ink and paper to take our nam es ann 
ranks on the ship. ami said he would see 
th at we were am ply rew arded for our brave 
deed. and gave his nam e as Ma.or G illette of 
tile Danish arm y. 
“ After tile w ater had subsided to its regu­ 
lar height we started on a cruise about the 
town to see w hat dam age had been ti ne 
and in searcli of adventures. The houses 
were just as their owners had left them . 
Store doors were open and tho goods 
on the the shelves all exposed. Sailors were 
around in all directions. St. Croix rum was 
plenty, also all other kinds of wines and 
honors. The ffoo sailors of the old Monon­ 
gahela were ail ashore, and it was a picnic 
day for Jack Tar. The Danish guard un­ 
dertook to order us around, but we si on 
knocked them out and tliev let us alone. 
The next day we all returned to duty on 
board the ship and w ent to work putting 
tilings to rights as best we could. 
"J hat afternoon a squad of uniform ed 
officers rode di wn alongside on horseback 
and sent a m an on board to call for me. 
The officer of the deck passedthe word, and 
as I cam e aft lie said: ‘Y'oung m an, your 
fortune is m ade, for the m an whose life you 
saved is here with his friends, and no doubt 
they will m ake you governor of the island 
or give yo I a big sugar plantation.’ I was 
then told I could go ashore and sec them . 
"As I passed the boys they would hail mo 
w ith: ‘Remeinb r us; now don’t be too 
proud, lf they m ake you governor we w ant 
jobs under you.’ 
"W hen i got ashore the m ajor cam e up, 
and, after shaking hands, presented me to 
his brother officers, saying: 
This is tho 
brave fell w th at saved my life yesterday.’ 
Then turning to me he said, 'My young 
m an, for your bravery.’ 
I A m tio iiig to R e w a rd Y o n .’ 
“I replied, ‘I do not w ish any rew ard, as I 
was only doing w hat any Am erican should 
do under the same circum stances.’ 
“He *aid: ‘I know that, but you shall not 
go unrewarded. 
He then handed m e tw o English shillings. 
“I told him th at I didn’t w ant his money, 
but he insisted th at I take H and buy myself 
a silk handkerchief to rem em ber him by. 
I told him th at I had all th a t I wanted, and 
as for rem em bering him he need never 
worry about that, for I should he dam ned if 
I ever short d forget him : and I h av en ’t to 
tips day. Ho seemed greatly astonished 
aud turned awas and I returned to my duty. 
‘We rem ained there 
for 
some tim e 
Finally the i nited Ntates sent the De Soto 
to take us to Norfolk w here we were dis­ 
charged.”

The fruit-growers, in­ 
stead of. as heretofore, throw ing the p ts 
away, dispose of the stones at the present 
tim e at the rate of $<> a ton. 
A sack ot the 
stones will weigh about 80 pounds, and will 
last as long as an equal num ber of pounds 
of coal, and give a gr at*r intensity of 
heat. 
At 
m any 
of 
the 
orchards 
in 
the valley m ay be seen great stacks of peach 
and apricot stones which will eventually 
find their way to San Franc sco and other 
places to be sold for fuel. The apricot stone 
does not burn as readily as the peach, and 
will not com m and as good a price. Tho 
frnit-raisers will undoubtedly be pleased to 
learn th a t they now have another source of 
revenue open to them . A large num ber of 
peaches are dried d u rin g th e season tor ship­ 
m ent. As soon as the owners find they,have 
a m arket for tho stones, a greater num ber 
of pounds will be dried.

Lexington, Ga., can boast of th e m ost 
unique clubhouse in the world. The young 
men of th a t tow n b uilt a log h u t, which 
they chinked w ith clay, m aking it as snug 
and tig h t as a palace. At one end is an 
enorm ous open fireplace feeding up to a 
prim itive chim ney. The club, which em ­ 
braces the best young men. has a weekly 
supper. The day before th e supper a huge 
wood fire is bui t in th e fireplace, and the 
next evening there is a bed of coals and 
ashes th a t a king m ight envy. The birds, 
fish, ’possum aud oysters are cooked in the 
glowing ashes and some w onderful bits of 
gastronom y they turn out. 
An old m an sauntered into th e Circuit 
Court at $an Francisco, recently, and at 
once attracted attention on account of a 
great giow th of ball on his head aud face.

ing in a strange altitu d e with a pink beside 
him , signified th e knave of pinks or dia­ 
monds. 
One of the attaches of the Court House in 
Portland. Ore., is in possession ot an old 
paper th at he prizes very highly as a relic 
and curiosity. Itis a sm all sheet of newspaper 
not over in inches square representing on 
one side several of the fam iliar characters 
in ancient history. Among the cuts were 
noticed M anus, sitting am ong th e ruins of 
ancient C arthago; the 
last m om ents of 
Julius Cl sar. representing the great ruler 
standing in front of Pom pey’* pillar: Rom u­ 
lus and Remus out w alking w ith th eir fos­ 
term other. the she-w nlf; Caligula, dining 
with his favorite war-horse and feeding it 
out of a golden dish; th e Em peror Nero 
dancing as he receives the news of the 
burning of Rome; the Con uls w aiting upon 
C incinnati’s, as he is ploughing in the field, 
to accent tho dictatorship; brave H oratius 
holding the bridge th ai spaus the "yellow 
T iber,” and several others. The cuts are 
all m ade true to life, andshow great artistic) 
taste in th e designer.

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DtTBT.iv, Feb. 2.—Three weeks ag©, about 
m idnight, I said good by to a party of 
friends in New York on board the City of 
C hester of tile Inm an line. To avoid let­ 
ters of inquiry when I come back, let me 
say bere th at my experience of tran satlan ­ 
tic trips bas condensed my opinion of At­ 
lantic lines and steam ers into a paraphrase 
of the K entucky doctrine. "T here air some 
brands of w hiskey better th an others, but 
there is no such thing as bad whiskey, 
sir.” So, although there are some steam ­ 
ers a little better th an others, yet prac­ 
tically there are no bad steam ers now 
on any of the leading lines; th e fierce 
com petition betw een them has produced 
so near an equality of safety and com fort 
th a t a voyage across the A tlantic today is 
safer than a trip Trom the Astor House to 
the Brooklyn bridge, aud a good deal more 
com foilable. 
The m ain factor to consider 
is neither the line nor the ship, b ut the cap­ 
tain and the cook. 
W ith a brainy captain 
who can keep his head coo! in case of dan­ 
ger, and w ith a w ell-trained cook who will 
keep his food warm , w hether there is dan­ 
ger or not, a voyager has nothing to fear on 
any ship of any line. 
But. as my eloquent 
K entucky friend, Colonel Davidson of the 
T w ilight Club, prefers Robinson 
county 
w hiskey to all other brands—from- experi­ 
ence—I prefer tile Inniau line, and espe­ 
cially the City of Chester. 
We had a delightful trip, unbroken by 
squalls or storm s. About sunset on Sunday 
we approached the Irish coast, aud a t m id­ 
n ight were landed from a stoam tug a t the 
"Cove of C olk,” or Queenstown. The old 
Irish nam e for th e harbor and town was tho 
Cove of Cork, but the Loyalists renam ed 
the town Queenstown some years ago. in 
b nor of the reigning queen after lier visit 
to Ireland. Tho governm ent adopted the 
nam e, but tho N ationalists refused to ac­ 
cept it. They continued to address letters 
to tho Cove of Cork. A fter a tim e the gov- 
ernm cut ordered all letters thus addressed 
to ho returned to tho w riters, w ith th e in ­ 
form ation th a t there was no such plate in 
Ireland. In the sam e way, or for a sim ilar 
reason, the ancient Irish nam e of D unleavy, 
near Dublin, was changed to Kingston, in 
honor of a visit of th e leprous King George 
the Fourth to Ireland. 
T h e .Host S a c re d S p o t in I r e l a n d 
to all pathetic Irishm en is Slane’sH ill, near 
Tara, where St. P atrick first lighted tho 
Paschal fires w hich extinguished at once 
and forever the D ruidical fires of their 
pagan ancestors. The m ost accursed spot­ 
on the other h an d —the spot th a t tells of the 
lowest depths of m oral degradation ever 
reached in Ireland—is at Kingston, w here 
un elegant stone shaft m ay bo seen, erected 
to m ark the spot w here the m ost depraved 
of all the modern kings of E ngland first set 
foot on Irish soil. Of course, this block of 
chiselled servility was not paid for by the 
Irish 
masses, hut by th e alien class—

"cracker.” 
On arriving in 
Ireland you are lauded at the custom 
house w harf and m arched to a shed to havo 
your ' luggage” searched. Tno search is for 
spirits or tobacco; cigars a r e . contraband. 
Tho oth.cials, as a rule, are quite civil and 
take the passengers’ word,w ith only a sham 
pretence of exam ination. But one fails to 
sec w heref ee trade comes in. Beside tho 
custom hou e folks there is an officer of tho 
constabulary who asks you your surnam e 
Christian mime and destination. I noticed 
th a t lie .stared rath er rudely when I gave 
my nam e, and th a t he then honored me 
•with one question m oio th an he asked the 
other passengers; "W here will you stay 
when yon get t i D ublin?” I jrave him the 
nam e of the h o tel-th o Im perial—frequent­ 
ed by the P arnell leaders, which lie uoted 
in a nook, and then left. 
I had no sooner taken a seat on one of the 
wooden benchcstban a bright lcokingyoung 
rentleiiian asked if I was tine of the City of 
Chester passengers, and th en whet her any 
incidents of note had ( ocurred on the trip. 
He was a Dublin reporter, The n ex t ques­ 
tion was: 
"Is Mr. Jam es K edpath on board?” 
"No.” 
"It was cabled th a t he was com ing,” 
"W ell. he did come.” 
"W here is lie?” 
"You are talking to him ,” I said. 
I got a cordial sliakeof his hand, and then 
with a spirit of enterprise worthy of a New 
^ ork reporter, he proceeded to inquire my 
opinion as to tile probable result of tho 
'lim os’ commission trial and other Irish 
topics. 
Tho long dreaded ’’A m ericaniza­ 
tion” of British institutions seems, there- 
lore. to be still going on here. 
Most of the cab n I asse.ngors stayed at 
the Queen’s Hotel, although, unless one 
lands too late in th e evening, Am ericans 
w h^know the country prefer to go on to 
Coni. and them put. up at tin* Victoria 
Hotel. Cork is a dozen or 14 miles from 
Queenstown, and, in the daytim o, is quickly 
reached by rail. 
Before I was dressed next m orning an 
Irish gentlem an entered m y bedroom and 
announced th at 
T w o MubliH D etective!! W ere W a tch ­ 
in g th e H otel to r Alc. 
As I had been followed all over Ireland 
on my last visit by detectives I was pre­ 
pared for this official attention, b ut I af­ 
fected to discredit it. 
"How do you know they are detectives?” 
I askod. 
"Sure, you’d know a detective if lie were 
boiled in m ilk.” was the Irish response. 
A few hours later these two detectives 
were pointed out to me by a D ublin jour­ 
nalist, who knew them . 
They waited at 
the train until I nought a ticket for Dublin, 
then bought theirs by the sam e class, aud 
got into the adjoining com partm ent. Wh n- 
ever I cot out a t a station on the trip one of 
them was sure to get out at the same tim e. 
I have been followed everyw here since 
until noon today, but have seen no sign of 
them this aft moon. 
One is perfectly safe w hen shadowed by 
these men. A dozen tim es a t least since I 
reached Dublin I have been told. by as 
many different persons, th a t I was being 
shadowed. Tho people hate the officers, 
and therefore do their best to bathe them. 
Frequently perfect strangers have intro­ 
duced them selves to me to w arn me again t 
these clumsy spies. They watch all A m eri­ 
cans who are known to be friendly to the 
Irish party, aud all Irish Am erican t who 
come over 
h e re -n o t 
to 
arrest them . 
but to discover who the Irishm en are 
whom th y visit cr confer with. 
But. 
as anv effort to evade them m ight be an ­ 
noying for even their gross stupidity cannot 
always ho depended on, the surest way to 
harass them is to give no sign of one’s 
knowledge of their existence. 
An Irish 
gentlem an, who introduced him self to me 
yesterday to put me on my guard, suggested 
that I should take a long ride around the 
city, so as to "give them a grod r u n .’ 
I 
"went to a "loyal” newspaper office instead 
of following his advice. 
I saw four Scot­ 
land Yard detectives yesterday in charge of 
W illiam O’Brien 
If they are fair speci­ 
m ens of th eir class. "Jock-the-R pper 
Is 
cs safe from arrest as any m an in England. 
for they looked more stupid than even tho 
average Irish detective. 
It is nearly or quite eight years since I 


was last in Ireland. T here has been a great 
m oral political revolution in Ireland dur­ 
ing th at tim e. Instead at tho old hatiod 
and distrust of 
everything and every­ 
body E n g lish -not 
of 
the governm ent 
oniy, hut of the 
poonle as well—there 
now exists an entente cordiale; a l e y 
sincere good will Is shown to tho Bugfish 
opposition to the existing governm ent. 
Gladstone is seem ingly as popular as Bur­ 
nell. 
W hen I w as last here Gladstone was 
detested by every patriotic Irishm an, and 
m ost justly detested, for nearly I cod Irish 
leaders, of national as w eilasof m erely local 
repute.notoneof them guilty of any crim e,or 
charged w ith any crim e were confined as 
suspects in Irish ails by the governm ent of 
which Gladstone was the chief. Today ail 
is changed. I visited tho home of an ardent 
Irish patriot today—an Irish m em ber of 
Pari A m ent—and the first thing I .saw on 
entering his parlor was 
A P i c t u r e of L o a d s to n e In Ilia L i­ 
b r a r y . 
"O ur English friends” is a phrase one 
hears hourly. All Ireland yesterday was 
wild over a speech delivered by W illiam 
O’Brien at M anchester the dav before, aud 
when he landed in Ireland I saw a vast 
concourse of m en give him as enthusiastic 
a reception as even aud as only an Irish 
crowd can give a m an they honor - heartier 
and more cordial th an I ever saw given to 
any public m an in Am erica, or even to P ar­ 
nell in Ireland. 
It is true th at O’Brien was a prisoner— 
w hich always com m ends a man to popular 
favor in this co u n try ; but. apart from that, 
there is no doubt th at, w ithout question of 
qualities iou, William O'Brien is today tho 
m ost in d u e d m an iii all Ireland. 
Yet, when I was las! iii Ireland, if W illiam 
O’Brien had delivered that same sp* ech the 
chances are th a t 
he would have been 
boycotted instead of wildly greeted when 
ho returned to Ireland. 
I will try to trace the causes of this silent 
revolution in Irish opinion, and of this radi­ 
cal change of policy, in sui sequent letters. 
Nearly all the Irish leaders are in England 
just now. John Dillon sailed for A ustralia 
f. r the benefit of his health this evening 
from Southam pton. Parnell. D avitt and 
the more famous of the parliam entary lead­ 
ers are in London. O’Brien, a guest two 
days since of the Mayor of M anchester, lies 
half naked tonight in an Irish ail. Sexton 
is Lord Mayor of Dublin. I shall interview 
him tomorrow. 
Going into the Im perial Hotel this fore­ 
noon I was surprised to he saluted by Mr. 
D avitt. who was conversing w ith a Chicago 
journalist. Mr. D avitt h a i ju -t arrived in 
Dublin for the purpose of attending a 
m onster me ting to be held tomorrow in 
P h . nix Park, to express the indignation 
felt by all patriotic Irislnm n today at the 
outrageous persecution by the governm ent, 
during the past week, of William O’Brien. 
W hen I was last in Ireland the patriotic 
party—th a t is to say. nineteen-tw entieths 
of the Irish peo p le-h ad two political lead­ 
ers, equal in power and popularity—D avitt. 
tho dem ocratic tribune, aud Parnell, the 
j arliam entary chief. No jealousy, nor dif­ 
ference of opinion, nor disputes as to policy 
prevented tile hearty co-operation of those 
two rem arkable a n n . D av.it was by far the 
ablest agitator, and had by far the strongest 
hold on the affections of the common peo­ 
ple; b ut w ith P arnell rested tho final 
decision both as to politics an I as to m en, 
for 
every ono 
had the utm ost confi­ 
dence 
in 
his 
judgm ent 
as 
well 
as 
iii his 
patriotic 
integrity. 
D avitt was 
regarded as the more radical leader, or, as 
they say lier ', the m ost "advanced" in his 
his views; but to Parnell, on all strictly 
pol tical 
m ovem ents. 
was 
popularly 
aw arded the g ilt of infallibility. 
Once adm itted to the entire confidence 
of the Land League leaders, an American 
soon discovered th at, while both of the 
dem ocratic kings were trusted and honored 
by every one. individual preferences for 
D avitt or for Parnell were alm ost always 
the results of individual tem peram ents, 
the criticism of th e 
more enthusiastic 
patriots 
being 
th a t 
Parnell 
was 
inclined 
to 
be 
too 
conservative 
or "slow.” while the more prudent or 
cautious regarded D avitt as apt to l o 
too im patient and im pulsive, I never heard 
any Irishm en doubt the unselfish patriotism 
or tile perfect integrity of either leader. 
Criticisms, always tem perate and tentative. 
were founded 
invariably on im personal 
views of public policy. I m ean, of course, 
am ong the Irish who had joined the Laud 
League or who ws re 
Iii S y m p a t h y w i t h th o L a n d L e a g u e 
M o v e m e n t. 
Natives who favor English rule, or "the 
English connection” w ithout home rule, are 
not regarded hero as Irishm en at all, even if 
their ancestors nave lived on the “soil for 
seven generations.” w hich a Mayo peasant 
once told me "m int before tho dud.” They 
are 
regarded as 
carpet 
baggers 
still, 
while 
E nglishm en 
or 
A m ericans 
who express sym pathy w ith Ireland ara re­ 
garded or accepted as adopted citizens. 
Hometimes this feeling is carried to an ex­ 
ten t th at am uses an Am erican. I am always, 
for exam ple, treated as an Irishm an w her­ 
ever I go. although I never sat foot on the 
green sod until w ithin IO years, sim ply be­ 
cause I havo siiown m y entire sym pathy 
w ith the n< o p le; and yet I have heard edu­ 
cated Irishm en in tho West speak of fam i­ 
lies who have lived in the country for cen­ 
turies as "strangers.” 
"Sure the k n ig h t of K erry”—the great 
landlord of Valeric a—“has only been here 
since Crom well’s tim o ” a patriotic priest 
once said in speaking of him. 
"Only two c en tu ried ” I exclaim ed, feign­ 
ing indignation. "W hy, the upstart carpet 
lagger! 
But no ono took my exclam ation as a jest; 
it seemed so perfectly natural an expression 
of the indiguationof a real Irishm an aga list 
a non-Irish stranger! 
A few years ago it was feared bv tho 
friends of Ireland on bolti shies of the At­ 
lantic th at the political partnership of P ar­ 
nell and D avitt had been dissolved. 
It was 
a grave subject of regret by every enlight­ 
ened friend of tho irish people: for both 
m en, and both equally, were needed to 
insure 
a 
speedy 
victory, 
and 
both 
men, rind both equally, were especially 
fitted for their respective parts. History lur 
the m ost part is only .a guess a t the tru th , < r 
a system atized chronicle of the passions 
and prejudices of the tim e; but if the Iri-dt 
history of our tim es shall be a truthful rec­ 
ord Parnell and D avitt will have places of 
equal honor for Hie services they have ren­ 
dered to the Irish race. 
Before I m et Mr. Davitt today I had 
learned th at he and Parnell were in perfect 
accord once more, and th at D avitt was not 
m erely iii nom inal, but in real and m ost cor­ 
dial and entire sym pathy aud co-operation 
w ith the political leader. 
I have had a talk w ith Mr. D avitt today 
for over three hours, and I ani happy to he 
able to assure the Irish in America th a t Mr. 
D avitt is in excellent health, as enthusiastic 
in the cause as iii his younger days, aud 
th a t lie is devoted in his faith and friend­ 
ship for Mr. Parnell. 
I have heard m any 
m en eulogize Mr. Partied, but none ever 
more warm ly or m orcsincoroly than Davitt. 
He lias the most unqualified trust in Par­ 
nell’s sagacity as a loader, and says th a t but 
for Parnell 
tho Irish 
movem ent would 
novel' have succeeded as it has done or boen 
brought so near to victory. 


P a r n e ll’s A b s o l u t e F r e e d o m fr o m A n y 
D e sire fo r P e r s o n a l P o p u la r I t v , 
his earnest and single-hearted devotion to 
Irish aspirations, his ( fa rn e ss of vision, 
his foresight, his tenacity of purpose anti 
his independence of character are them es 
th at call forth Mr. D avitt’s most enthusias­ 
tic praises even w hile he adrniis th a t on 
some rn nor points of policy he occasionally 
differs from him . This entente cordiale be- 
tw en the two trusted leaders of Ireland I 
regard as a far more auspicious omen for 
the Irish people th an even tho cordial un­ 
derstanding th at now exists betw een tho 
Irish leaders ana people anti the English 
Liberal party and th e English democracy. 
I spoke to Mr. D avitt about Hie extraor­ 
dinary revolution in Irish opinion and feel­ 
ing th a t had occurred since my last visit, in 
I MSO. Then I never even once heard the 
phrase th at I now hear daily, "Our Englisti 
friends.' 
Mr. D avitt said th a t a still greater revolu­ 
tion had occurred in E ngland—th at to un­ 
derstand the Irish change I should visit 
England and note the revolution th a t had 
occurred there since 1880. Then, England 
was practically solid against Ireland - as 
solid as it had boen for centuries. Now ire­ 
land was the most im portant factor, not in 
English politics alone, but in im perial poli­ 
tics, and Ireland’s cause had hosts of E ng­ 
lish champions. Irish speakers are called 
for constantly from every part of England, 
Scotland and Wales. No m eeting convened 
by the people fails to Invite Irish speakers 
or to pass resolutions favoring tho Irish 
cause. Everyw here the nam es cf Hie Irish 
leaders evoke the m ost enthusiastic cheers 
w henever they are uttered in public assem ­ 
blies. 
F.nglish hospitality is everyw here 
extended to tho Irish leaders and their fam ­ 
ilies. He had been invited to banquets iu 
England where everything on the tables 
had been 
im ported from Ireland — Hie 
bread, the m eat. the butter, and even tile 
m ilk' 
Irish industry was encouraged by 
Englishm en dressing in garm ents m ade ex­ 
clusively of Irish cloth. 
Mr. D avitt has no doubt of tho sincerity 
of this Englisti good will. It is more than 
a m ere political sentim ent. 
It strikes 
deeper. 
It is Hie he ruining of a dem o­ 
cratic union, a fraternity of the peoples of 
the three k in g d o m s, which will surely end. 
ere manv years, in the total overthrow of 
class rule iii these islands. T hat involves, 
of course, a republic instead of a kingdom . 
The m ovem ent, he thinks, will then ex­ 
tend to the continent, and thus Ireland, for 
so m any centuries despoiled, helpless and 
poor. will > eeome the recognized and potent 
leader of the dem ocratic m ovem ent in the 
old world. 
• Tins little island and our race have a 
great future!” exclaim ed D avitt. as with 
g o d lin g eyes he thus prophesied the des­ 
tiny of the people and the laud for whom 
he had suffered so long and so severely, but 
w ith a courage th a t has never faltered nor 
quailed.

It will 
Ie used as a tem ple, and the reason for the 
selling is th at no Chinese subject can live 
in a house in which an em peror was bom. 
The boy em peror now outranks his father, 
and tho relations betw een tho two are very 
curious. The em press regent and thirty- 
seventh prince still hold great influence in 
the governm ent, and tho em press regent 
will probably still have her place behind a 
gauze screen w henever the Em peror gives 
an audience. The present im perial fam iiy 
of China is stronger than usual. T he Prince 
Kung, who was regent in connection w Rh 
tho last boy em peror, is living at Peking, 
and the fifth prince, K uug’s brother, is said 
to be a m an of weight. The fifth prince is 
the Iiaroun a1 Kaschid of the family. Ho 
delights in going about incognito, aud many 
funny stories are told of his practical jokes, 
One is as to a cart driver. The prince m et 
the driver when he was in disguise and 
asked for a ride. 
The m an looked at his 
poor clothes and asked him to jum p in. 
He did so. and directed the driver to take 
him to Prince K ung’s residence. 
The 
driver stopped when he cam e into the 
street of the great prince.and said he feared 
to go farther, as the great K ung was not a 
kind-hearted man. and if he trespassed on 
his territory ho would certainly get the 
bamboo across his buro legs. and he m ight 
lose his head. 
The ragged noble urged 
him onward, aud, to his surprise, stopped 
him at R u n g s door.

Prince K ung and 
the fifth prince, and lie feared th a t his 
tongue would lose him his head. The fifth 
prince dismissed him and the next day sent 
him a lot of money and a new horse and 
cart. This seventh prince, as tho lath er of 
the em peror, is now the m ightiest m an in 
China, and all the Celestial world goes down 
on its knees to him. He rides about Peking 
occasionally, and is by no m eans a bad look­ 
ing Chinam an. He is well m ade and in­ 
clined to fatness, wears the brightest of im ­ 
perial silks and sports, at tim es, a hat for all 
tho world like an inverted dishpan. His 
t ony is a fine, w hite Mongolian griffin and 
he goes about tho city w ith a retinue of 
.servants and soldiers. 
I ’ek iiiK is L ik e N o O th er C ity In th e 
W o r ld , 
It is essentially different from tho other 
cities of China, and is Hie m ost Asianolitan 
city of Asia. It is more like a great carap 
th an a city, and its walls, 50 feet high and 
80 and m ore feet thick, m ake one th in k of 
soldiers and sieges, of rising and falling em ­ 
pires. The thousands ot do nothing nobles 
in gorgeous gowns, who gallop through 
the vile, filthy streets on ponies, w ith 
hundreds of soldiers and servants dressed 
in the raggedest of gaudy liveries, carry 
out the illusion, and when you ask the 
ic asop of the rags, you are told it is not pov­ 
erty, but th a t the nobles dare not appear 
rich for fear the governm ent would levy a 
contribution upon them . 
Tho chief of 
those noblei ale Tartars, and they are taller 
and bettor looking than the Chinese who 
come to America. They form the greater 
part of the soldiers of the capital of China, 
and it is said th a t there are 50,000 of them 
in the city. 
They are poorly arm ed w ith 
the oldest of m uskets, all patterns, and 
would avail little hetero one-fourth 
as 
m any Am ericans arm ed w ith W inchester 
lilies. China, all-told, has an arrav of three­ 
quarters of a m illion, aud some of tho troops 
of the provinces are well arm ed and are be­ 
ing trained by European officers. 
The 
country now has eight arsenals, and our 
naval officers tell me these arc turning out 
s m e guns which are equal to those of 
Krupn. and also th a t tho rifles m ade at the 
Shanghai arsenal are on tho .Spencer and 
W inchester pattern. The Chinese navy has 
w ondertully im proved since the late war 
w ith France. 
Their northern squadron is 
com m anded by an English naval officer an I 
their ships, built in England and Germ any, 
are am ong the best of the sm all man-of-war 
alii at. T he.’ curry the latest im provem ents 
in the way of guns, and the hulls of some 
of their boats are of steel. They are, I am 
told, now m aking gunboats of their own. 
and they have a cruiser of glut) tons aud of 
2400 horse power, which they built not long 
ago. The country has but a sm all national 
debt, am ounting, say tho statistics, to not 


In tents. The trade of all these people, how­ 
ever, comes north from Peking and passes 
over the m ountains aud through the great 
wall at the gate which I visited. I he wall was 
built originally to keep them out, hut they 
have sw arm ed through iii hordes again and 
again, and it is a M anchurian em peror th at 
now sits upon the Chinese throno. 
W h a t a W o n d e r f u l S t r u c t u r e I t I s.

It would extend m ore th an half across 
America, and it m ust have consum ed years | 
iii building it. As I stood upon its ram parts , 
I could see it clim bing the m ountains and j 
going down tho valleys as far as m y eyes 
could reach.

It is a 
m onum ent also of the great tru th th a t 
v bile m an dies his work rem ains, and th a t 
the lives bottled up here 20 centuries ago 
exist today as does the hand th a t carved 
the Venus di Medici, the pen th a t wrote 
Shakespeare and the E m id, and in a hum - |

of which the builders and architects con­ 
structed the m ighty cathedral of Milan. 


the harrow aided by a wide hand of cam el’s 
wool rope, which stretched from them 
across Ins shoulders, and two others walked 
in front harnessed to tho bar ow by Eke 
baud across their chests, and stoop ng over 
and straining ever muscle as they palled 
at the load.

There are no villages to speak of near it, 
and tho surroundings are th e picture of 
desolation. The road to it, w hich was once 
a paved highw ay, is now a 'noun tai ti path 
tilled with boulders and puddles, and it is 
impossible to get through w ith anything 
else than m ule litters, cam els or donkeys. 
We passed cam els by tho hundreds, and our 
m ule litter aud two donkeys, which m ade 
up the outfit of tho pa ty, bad often to 
stand aside for herds of black Chinese hogs 
and 
D ro v e s o f W at-T ailed H herp 
which were being driven from the wild 
pasture lands of Mongolia down to Peking. 
Ponies and horses can no m ore travel this 
road than they can the passes of the Andes, 
and the m ule litter, in w hich my wife rode, 
is a fair sam ple of Chinese interior travel. 
It was a cloth-covered box about five foot 
long and four feet high, sw ung between 
two of the rawest, m angiest m ules I have 
ever 
seen. 
It was hung upon shafts, 
aud these 
m ules 
one 
iii 
front 
aud 
two behind, carried 
it 
in single 
Pie 
up the hills and through the m ud. In 
passing through one of Hie villages they 
slipped and the whole outfit cam e to tho 
ground. The m uleteer was a M oham m e­ 
dan. as are m any of these north C hinam en. 
Ho was as stubborn as his m ules, and ho 
decidedly objected when I proposed put­ 
ting two people into the litter during a 
rain. 
We carried our own cook aud bed­ 
ding w ith us. and slept a t Chinese inns on 
dirty ledges of brick tieated trom beneath 
by fines. These ledges are about two feet 
high and they constitute hall of the bed­ 
room of a Chinese hotel. The inns w ere 
m uch th e same, I judge, as those of Pales­ 
tine in tbe days of tho Saviour. Low. oito- 
story brick buildings ran around an open 
court iu which droves of hogs aud cam els 
slept. Tile doors of the building all opened

Messrs. Benz & Co. of M annheim have 
lately exhibited in Munich a motor of which 
gas is the propelling agency. The gas is 
generated by tho contrivance from benzine 
or analogous m aterial. Tho motor, which 
is not visible from w ithout, is pla cd in the 
rear of tho carriage, which has th leo wheels, 
over the m ain axle, aud tho benzine used in 
its propulsion is carried In a closed copper 
receptacle secured under tho seat, from 
w hich it passes drop by drop to the gener- 
ator, aud which holds enough benzine for a 
journey of about 75 miles. The gas m ixture 
is ignited in a closed cylinder by m eans of 
an electric spark—a very safe and reliable 
arrangem ent. 
A fter regulating the admission of the gas 
the m eter can be started by sim ply turning 
a ii and-lever. The operator m ounts upon 
Hie seat and by press ng the lever at his 
left sets the m otor in motion, which then 
starts, the carriage being connected with the 
back wheels. The speed can be regulated 
at will by turning the lever backw ard or 
forw ard, and by pulling on the lever the 
m otion can he completely stopped. 
The 
veiiicle is steered like a tricycle by sm all 
front wheels. Its greatest speed is about lo 
m iles an hour. A quart of benzine is suf­ 
ficient for a one hour's trip, the cost of the 
m otor power being thus about :t Va pence per 
hour.

T aking an exam ple from the energetic 
work th a t has been done py the advocates of [ 
hurling, several Scotch sportsm en in this 
vicinity have undertaken to introduce their 
national gam e of golf to America. It Is not. 
as hurling is, a characteristic gam e of ono 
country or locality only, but it is neverthe­ 
less a gam e th a t is played only by people 
accustom ed to Scottish sport* and Scottish 
scenes. All who have read the m arvellous ' 
stories of Robert l-ottts Stevenson have be- i 
come fam iliar w ith the word "links.” This ;

It is upon the links of Seotland'and the 
downs of England th a t golf is played. Golf 
requires a field of tho

dimensions. It Is one of the m ost ancient 
gaums known in the catalogue of snorts. It 
was certainly in vogue under tho present 
rules in the tim es of Jam es I. of England, 
aud it is credibly reported that Charles I. 
was playing it on Leith Links when he 
heard of the rebellion in Ireland. 
I p to this tin e golf lias made no advance 
w hatever in the i lilted States. 
It is occa­ 
sionally played iii Canada, although even 
thore it lias not assum ed the im portance of 
a regular departm ent of sports. 
It is a 
gam e th at dem ands at once the utm ost 
physical developm ent upon the part, of the 
plaver as well as a considerable am ount of 
skill; and it arouses the interest only of, 
those who go into snorts for tho love of 
action. It is far from being a "dude" game. 
No m an should attem pt to pin) golf who 
lias not good logs to run with and good arm s 
to throw with, as wadi as a m odicum of 
brain power to direct his play.

it is probable th at no sport exists iii the 
world today or ever did exist in which the 
services of a paid assistant are so essential 
as in this national gam e of Scotland, 'lite 
tru th is th at the servant Is as essential to 
the success of the gam e as the player him ­ 
self. Perhaps the best description of the 
gam e. which would certainly he unique in 
a republic, m ay he given in the words of 
one of the m ost expert players in this vicin­ 
ity, A lexander I). M acFarlane. Mr. Mac- 
Farlane has played the gam e m any tim es 
in his native country, and is most am bitious 
to see it introduced am ong the vital athletic 
sports here. Speaking of it to th e w riter ho 
sa id : 
"To play golf properly we need a very 
large expanse of uncultivated soil, which 
Is not too m uch broken up by hills. A few 
knolls and gulleys more or less really assists 
to m ake tim gam e more interesting.

w ith ease. The other lo im plem ents are 
the tools of tho players. Their nam es are 
as follows: The playing club, long spoon, 
m id spoon, short spoon, faffing spoon, driv­ 
ing putter, putter, sand iron, cleek, and 
track iron. Each of these is about four feet 
long, the entire length of which, in general, 
Consists of a wooden handle. The head is 
spliced on and m ay be either m etal or 
wood.

"lf a player has succeeded in throw ing or 
pushing his ball into a hole his opponent 
m ust w ait until he has succeeded iii spooning 
it out before he beg us to play.

"Now, from this wou would infer th at tho 
aim of this sport wdVtld ho to com plete the 
circle as quickly as possible. This does not 
alw ays foil >w. There are no codified rules 
accord ag to which the gam e is played. As 
a general custom the players m ake the en ­ 
tire circuit of the circle, aud th* one who 
gets his ball in the hole at which they 
began first wins tho gam e 
Nevertheless, 
it 
is som etim es agreed th a t tho gam e 
shall be won by him who m akes the 
largest num ber of holes w ithin a given 
num ber of m inutes, say 8<> or rd. In either 
( ase the principle of the gam e rem ains the 
sam e; and if partners are playing it sim ­ 
ply moans that if A strikes a ball and B 9 
his partner. B m ust run forward and m ake 
tho next play, aud A m ust run atter him 
and m ake the tiext, and so on. while I) and 
C. who are on the other side, are doing the 
sam e thing. In th e partnership gam e there 
is actually more exercise to the players than 
in tim single gam e, and tho servants or 
’caddies’ are equally busy.” 


“Do spectators usually congregate to view 
gam es of golf V’J 
"Yes. in sm all num bers, b u t as a rule they 
stand far off. for the nature of th e Imple­ 
m ents em ployed is such that a ball m ay be 
driven in a very contrary direction to th at 
which the player wishes, and therefore 
m ay fall am ong the spectators and < ause 
somo tem porary discomfort. Moreover, it 
would re m ire considerable activity upon 
the part of the spectators to watch the play 
in golf. for they would have to run around 
au d see how every hole was gained from 
ono end of the gam e to tho other. 
I have 
seen as m any as HO spectators at one gam e, 
but seldom m ore; and a good gam e is fre­ 
quently played w ithout any at all. 
"Tho principal 
qualifications 
for the 
gam e are steady nerve and eye and good 
judgm ent of force, with an added agility to 
avoid knolls aud sandpits, which, in tho 
technical term s oi the Scotch gam e, are 
called ‘hazards.’ 
"It is not a gamo which would induce 
m en of elegant leisure to com pete in. but 
those who have strong wind and good 
m uscle may find in it a splendid exercise 
for their abilities and plenty of chance to 
em ulate cacti other in skill aud physical 
endurance.”

Tlio<e circuits are perform ed every eight 
m inutes; 540 circuits then are perform ed in 
24 hours. The whole volum e c ' air de­ 
composed in th at length of tim e is. 22.882 
cubic inches, exactly 540 tim es the volum e 
of lung contents. In 24 hours 57 hogsheads 
of air flow to the lungs: in the sam e tim e 
24 hogsheads of blood are given to th e lungs 
in this quantity of air. 
In the action between Hie quantities of air 
and blood, the air loses 8*28 cum es of oxygen, 
ami the blood Iii ounces of caroon. 
All the

T his is owing to th e carbon 
given off by th e breath u niting w ith th© 
lim e,form ing the carbonate of lim e; second, 
breathe upon a cold, dry m irror, and it will 
quickly be covered w ith m oisture. This is 
condensed vapor from the lungs, w hich in 
warm w eather is invisible in the expired air, 
hut on acold, dry m orn mr in w inter isquit* 
obvious. The Iuugs give otf other im puri­ 
ties beside carbon, trie qualities of which

They should not. however, have disclosed 
to them. in all its nakedness, vice crime, 
misdemeanor, dirt 
A good man is not 
necessarily a wise teacher, although a wise 
teacher must be a good man or woman. A 
leading professor in the academy referred 
to h iviiigoccasion to contrast tile moral* 
of Louis XIV.’s tunes with thoseof today.got 
beyond his depth, aud discoursed, in the 
presence of the young women, open-eared 
as well as open-eyed, concerning sundry 
habits, not alone vicious, hut dirty, which 
obtained then in widespread measure, and 
which, so long as human nature continues 
unchanged, w ll abide with the prurient 
and the ungoverned of both se es.

H aven know s our children reach the plane 
of observation, if not of experience, early 
enough. Great schools particularly board­ 
ing schools. ate necessarily hotbeds of in­ 
formation. evil as well as beneficial. The 
boy who is seut to boarding school at IO 
years of age and remains there until he is 
fined for college, comes out, lh tim es in CO 
as well informed as tho ordinary youug 
m an of 25 is who attends a day school iii 
the village, town or city of his parents’ resi­ 
dence and sleeps at home at night. 
There are many advantages in boarding 
schools. 
They tend to develop self-reliance, m anli­ 
ness independence, aud. if the teachers are 
gifted with this rare desideratum, common 
sense, so that the boys are not alone watched 
but guided, and trained and educated, in 
the upper realms of development, in many 
respects boarding schools are to be com­ 
mended. But is common sense an ordinary 
gift, an ordinary poss salon? 
it is with 
girls precisely as it is witli bors. Our great 
seminaries 
and 
colleges 
and boarding 
schools, where hundreds of girls hive to­ 
gether, necessarily contain elem ents of dis­ 
cord, of dirt, common to all human nature, 
and it requires much more than an educated 
brain, much more thana warm and affection­ 
ate he.art, much more than a knowledge of 
human nature—indeed, it requires this solid 
substratum of substantial common sense in 
the teachers to keep the girls on the right 
path, aud to see that the earliest tendencies 
toward off-colorings are not only discour­ 
aged. not only scotched, but killed.

Does he call attention to the 
patrician pose of the glorious head? Does 
lie point with pride to evidences of the 
sculptor’s art?

sent out in i 73 < to break up the power of 
Spain in the Caribbean and the Gulf of 
Mexico. He attacked Porto Bello on Nov. 
20 in that ear. and after a furious engage­ 
ment, which lasted two days, took tfie 
place with all its treasures and munitions 
of war and two Spanish line-of-battle ships. 
A number of 
American colonial troops 
served under him. a< a the great v ctory 
made him as popular in American colonies 
as n Europe. 
The seat on the Potomac afterward owned 
and oceunied by Washington was named 
Mount Vernon in honor of him.
